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Pat Sajak 
Joins 

Radical Right 
‘Think Tank’

Continuing research by 
Sacramento-based Project Tocsin 
has verified one of America’s 
more popular TV game show 
hosts has joined a right wing think 
tank’s board of directors. 

Pat Sajak, host of Merv 
Griffin’s Wheel of Fortune, has 
accepted a seat on the board of the 
Claremont, California-based 
Claremont Institute, which has 
close ties to the most extreme 
leaders of the radical religious 
right in California. 

The most prominent member 
of the Claremont Board is 
Howard Fieldstead Ahmanson, 
Jr., heir to the Home Savings and 
Loan empire. Ahmanson is a 
Christian Reconstructionist who 
also sits on the Board of Trustees 
of Chalcedon, Inc., the leading 
Christian Reconstructionist orga¬ 
nization in America; he has stated 
his desire is to use his fortune to 
see that Americans have Biblical 
law integrated into everyday 
lives. 

For several years the 
Sacramento office of Claremont 
shared office space with Capitol 
Resource Institute, founded in 
1987 by Ahmanson and Senator 
Rob Hurtt. CRI was a political 
front for Focus on the Family 
radio programs and the Western 
Center for Law and Religious 
Freedom. 

Last year Sajak, along with 
Tom Selleck, was a sponsor of an 
awards dinner presented by the 
Western Journalism Center of 
Sacramento - founded by another 
Christian Reconstructionist 
homophobe, Joseph Farah, for¬ 
mer editor of the now defunct 
Sacramento Union. John Stossels 
of 20/20 was the major awardee. 

The gerbil myth, again 

In 1994, Claremont published 
a 16-page pamphlet titled 
Homosexuality and Health: Some 
Public Facts That America’s 
Children Are Not Getting, with 
the admonition “Warning: This 
Pamphlet Contains Explicit 
Language.” 

It is written by Daniel C. Palm, 
Ph.D., director of the Center for 
the Study of Natural Law of the 
Claremont Institute. Palm 
allegedly possesses a B.A. from 
Augustana College, a M.A. in 
Divinity from the University of

Castro 
Rapists 
at Large

A 27-year-old gay man who asked a 
patron he had just met at the Badlands Bar 
in the Castro to walk him to the bus stop at 
Market and Castro alleges he was brutally 
raped by the man - and a second suspect - 
Tuesday, August 8. 

Descriptions of the alleged assailants are 
sketchy, but one suspect was described in a police 
report as a white male with a stocky build, a short 
crew cut, a Fu Manchu moustache, and a ring 
through his nose. The second white male suspect 
was identified by the victim as simply “tall and 
skinny,” who wore blue denim pants. 

The alleged rape occurred shortly before it was 
reported to police at 10:30 p.m. 

“The victim was talking to the suspect when he 
decided he wanted to leave, and asked the suspect 
to walk with him to the Muni bus stop,” the report 
states. 

“Suspect one wanted to get some cigarettes, so 
they ran across the street to KD’s Grog and 
Grocery,” according to the narrative report.

Physician, heel thyself! 

Coroner Blames Gays for Hetero Rape, Murder

The National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force has joined 
the Spokane County, 
Washington Human Rights 
Commission in calling for the 
resignation of Dr. Dexter 
Amend, the Spokane County 
coroner, over his comments 
blaming the sexual abuse and 
murder of a pre-teen girl on 
homosexuality. 

“She’s been sodomized over 
and over - and sodomy is a 
homosexual act, it is,” said 
Amend at a public press confer¬ 
ence August 9. “To have every¬ 
body think that homosexuality 
is okay is a bunch of baloney. 

“It’s a horrible, unbelievable 
thing that this child went 


through and they [homosexu¬ 
als] destroyed her life.” 

Amend made the comments 
in connection with murder of 
Rachel Carver, a nine-year-old 
Spokane County girl who was 
found murdered on the banks of 
the Spokane River last June. 

Police arrested her uncle, 
Jason Wickenhagen, for the 
murder after he confessed to 
killing the child. 

Autopsy reports indicated 
that Carver had been repeatedly 
sexually assaulted, and news 
reports in the case indicate that 
Wickenhagen, Carver’s father, 
and her mother’s boyfriend are 
all suspected of molesting her 
over the years. 

Carver had been removed 
from her father’s custody in 


California because of the sexual 
abuse charges and relocated in 
Spokane, according to reports. 

‘Devoid of fact 1 

“Dr. Amend has scapegoated 
an entire group of people,” said 
Janet Stevenson, the chair of the 
Spokane County Washington 
Human Rights Commission. 
“His comments are personal in 
nature and devoid of fact. 

“Most sex crimes are not 
perpetrated by gays or lesbians, 
but by heterosexual males. 
Homosexuality and pedophilia 
are not the same thing. 
Pedophilia is an abnormal sexu¬ 
al desire for children. 

“Rape is not about sex, but 
about power,” Stevenson said. 
Stevenson said the group 


was demanding the resignation 
because “the recent scapegoat¬ 
ing of homosexuals by Dr. 
Amend helps to set a tone for 
more abuse toward this unpro¬ 
tected group.” 

Amend, who is elected to the 
position rather than appointed, 
is not a forensic pathologist and 
does not conduct autopsies for 
the county. 

NGLTF spokesman Robert 
Bray told the Bay Area 
Reporter that while there was 
no evidence that Carver was 
ever molested by a homosexual, 
the doctor blamed her abuse on 
the entire gay community. “It’s 
a crime that we don’t expose the 
homosexual community and it 
is not just a simple aberrant sex-

Ryan White CARE Act Still at Risk

Since 1990, the Ryan White CARE Act has provided 
federal subsidies to states, counties, and cities for the care 
of persons with AIDS, matching the amounts local gov¬ 
ernments have already committed to HIV and AIDS ser¬ 
vices. It is distributed to community-based organizations 
and health departments, with input from state and local 
community planning committees and working groups. 


The original act provided these supplemental 
funds for five years. If not reallocated by September 
30th, the program will cease to exist. In the Bay Area, 
that translates into massive budget cuts at San 
Francisco General’s HIV Clinic, East Bay AIDS 
Clinic, Open Hand and Shanti - to name a few. 

Edward Zold is a member of both ACT UP Golden 
Gate and the California HIV Comprehensive Care 
Working Group, which makes recommendations to

A motion before the San Francisco County 
Republican Party Central Committee, urging that 
felony vandalism charges be dropped against four* 
ACT UP/San Francisco members who caused an esti¬ 
mated $5,000 in damages during a protest last month, 
failed for lack of a second on Monday, August 14. 

The motion was brought by perennial Republican 
candidate Tom Spinoza, who said the incident was 
regrettable but called for forgiveness and said the ges¬ 
ture would be a statement from the Republican Party 
about AIDS. 

Gay Republican activist and Log Cabin 
Republican Club leader Chris Bowman spoke out 
vehemently against the idea, Spinoza told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Bowman confirmed to the B.A.R. that he did not 


favor the motion. 

“I don’t want to see anyone go to jail, but I want 
restitution, and I want immediate restitution. They 
broke my damn printer,” he complained. “It still does¬ 
n’t work. 

“Do you know how frustrating that is?” 

Fifteen frustrated ACT UP/San Francisco mem¬ 
bers invaded the Republican office last July 11, hung 
effigies of Governor Pete Wilson, California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, and North Carolina Senator 
Jesse Helms from a balcony, and plastered red oil- 
based paint handprints all over the walls, windows, 
and office equipment. 

David Pasquarelli, Casey Carlisle, John Laratta, 
and Michael McEntee were arrested on felony mali¬ 
cious mischief, vandalism, and burglary charges in the 
incident. Burglary charges were later dropped and 
trial dates are pending. ▼ 


Seven Alleged Victims 
Testify in Seattle Mike Case

The jury trial of Mike Rabb, 
sometimes known as “Seattle 
Mike,” continued this week in San 
Francisco Superior Court before 
Judge Lee D. Baxter. The prosecu¬ 
tion, led by Assistant District 
Attorney George Beckwith, com¬ 
pleted its case late Monday, 
August 14 after seven gay men, 
ranging in age from 20 to 60, tes¬ 
tified Rabb forcibly robbed them 
in their homes. 

Rabb allegedly used a knife, a 
stun gun, a steel rod, or handcuffs 
wrapped around his hand like 
brass knuckles to threaten the 
men, according to testimony. 

Rabb, now 31, took the stand 
in his own defense Monday to 
contend the men contracted to 
have sex with him, and when they 
failed to pay he took what he con¬ 
sidered due him. 

Both sides were to present 


closing arguments Wednesday, 
after which the case was due to go 
to the jury. 

Jury selection on the case 
began Tuesday, August 8, during 
which at least three potential 
jurors were excused after indicat¬ 
ing they had read stories about the 
alleged crimes in the Bay Area 
Reporter. Testimony began last 
Wednesday, August 9. 

Rabb’s court-appointed 
defense attorney, Brendon 
Conroy, suggested that Rabb was 
promised money for sex and was 
then not paid. But, witnesses con¬ 
tended, they never agreed to pay 
money for sex. One victim also 
testified that before being robbed, 
Rabb pushed him down on the bed 
several times demanding money 
and said, “I swear to God I’m 
going to kill you.” 

A female undercover police 
officer testified she was at the 
scene when Rabb was arrested on 


Polk Street at California last 
January; she was the passenger in 
an unmarked police car driving 
north on Polk Street when the offi¬ 
cers spotted Rabb at the wheel of 
a Toyota pickup, which they 
pulled over. They had been alerted 
to be on the lookout for Rabb, 
who was described as armed and 
dangerous. Officers on bicycles at 
the scene assisted in the arrest. 

The undercover officer searched 
Rabb after he was apprehended and 
thrown to the ground after a brief 
struggle. She testified there was a 
“a brief struggle and it was a felony 
situation,” and that she found hand¬ 
cuffs in his front right pocket. 

If convicted of all charges, 
Rabb could be sentenced to as 
much as 20 years. Or the jury 
might find him guilty of lesser 
charges such as theft. 

Rabb earlier declined an offer 
to plea bargain and demanded a 
jury trial. ▼ 


Bay Area Asian lesbian health study gets grant

The Oakland-based Asian Women’s Health 
Foundation is about to embark on the first-ever health 
survey among Asian lesbians, funded by a $1,000 
grant from the Astraea National Lesbian Action 
Foundation. 

AWHF’s Development Director Priya 
Jagannaphan told the B.A.R. the needs assessment 
“will be an attempt to document the barriers to Asian 
lesbians in terms of healthcare. 

“We’d also like to provide a forum to Asian lesbian 
women, as far as what their health concerns are,” she 
said. 

The Astraea Foundation is a New York-based 
foundation that supports issues of concern to the les¬ 
bian community. The grant to AWHF was part of 
$52,000 in grants made to grassroots organizations 


and film/video projects on August 1. Grant decisions 
are made by Astraea’s community funding panel of 
twelve lesbian activists from around the country. 

“I think there’s a gap right now in existing infor¬ 
mation,” Jagannaphan said, “and part of our group’s 
[overall] mission is to research areas which haven’t 
been researched before, and to fill in gaps in aware¬ 
ness.” 

AWHF, which will mark its second anniversary in 
September, hopes to have the assessment completed 
in the next few months: it will include a literature 
review, plus interviews with organizations that pro¬ 
vide healthcare or information to Asian lesbians. ▼

Castro B of A Loses 
S175K in ATM Heist

San Francisco police fraud 
inspectors say that an employ¬ 
ee of the Bank of America 
armed with a computer code 
is most likely responsible for 
the theft of $175,000 from the 
Castro and Market Bank of 
America automated teller 
machine last week. 

The machine is one of two 
in front of the 400 Castro site 
that houses the AIDS Health 
Project through a lease 
arrangement with Noah’s 
Bagels and the Life Center. 

Police believe that the 
theft occurred between 10 
a.m. Thursday, August 10 and 
1:30 p.m. on Friday, August 
11, when a Brink’s employee 
servicing the machine 
noticed it was empty of cash. 


The money was taken 
from the back of a machine, 
police say, accessible only 
from a locked door to the 
street. To access the comput¬ 
er-operated cash dispensing 
mechanism, operators must 
have codes and combinations 
to security locks in various 
parts of the machine. 

FBI spokesman Tom 
Purcell told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the theft is a 
federal crime, and declined to 
comment further on the inci¬ 
dent. 

The Bank of America is 
conducting its own investiga¬ 
tion to determine which bank 
employees have access to the 
machine or whether Brink’s 
security has sole access to the 
machine, according to a 
spokesman. V 


OCC Sustains Charges 
Against New Year’s Raid Cops

The Office Of Citizen 
Complaints last week sustained 52 
allegations of misconduct against 
21 San Francisco police officers in 
connection with the raid of a pri¬ 
vate South of Market area AIDS 
fundraiser last New Year’s Eve. 

“The OCC has sustained an 
avalanche of allegations,” lesbian 
leader and attorney Nanci 
Clarence of Steel, Clarence and 
Buckley told the Bay Area 
Reporter. We 

are looking forward to taking 
those complaints into federal 
court and propose that the Police 
Commission pay heed to them.” 

Citing strict confidentiality 
regulations, OCC director Lance 
Beyer refused to confirm or deny 
that Southern Station Captain 
Michael Yalon is one of the offi¬ 
cers charged with misconduct dur¬ 
ing the 4 a.m. raid at 938 Harrison 
Street. 

Beyer did confirm to the B.A.R. 
that “the types of complaints [sus¬ 
tained] include unwarranted 
action, conduct reflecting discred¬ 
it, unnecessary force, and sexual 
slurs.” 

Beyer said the OCC would also 
make at least five police recom¬ 
mendations, but said they were 
not yet public. They would be 
included in the OCC’s next quar¬ 
terly summary report, he said. 

He also said about half of the 
charges would be forwarded to the 
Police Commission for discipli¬ 
nary hearings. 

Allegations against officers 
that could result in discipline of 
more than 4 days suspension will 
be referred to the Police 
Commission for hearings. The 
remainder of the cases will be 
referred to Chief of Police 
Anthony Ribera for action. Ribera 
and the commission are free to 
accept or reject OCC investigato¬ 
ry findings, and either sustain the 
complaints or exonerate the 
charged officers. 

Officers charged have the right 
to ask for an OCC investigatory 
hearing, which could bring new 
evidence or omitted evidence into 
the disciplinary process.

charged that police officers took 
unwarranted action and used 
unnecessary force, harassed party- 
goers, and made anti-gay and 
AIDS-phobic slurs as they cleared 
some 500 people from The Other 
New Year’s Ball, organized by 
Terence Alan. 

An estimated 40 police and 
more than a dozen state Alcohol 
and Beverage control officers 
bivouacked at Southern Police 
station took part in the raid, which 
Alan says was carried out by offi¬ 
cers under the direct orders of 
Yalon. 

Alan told the Bay Area 
Reporter that some of the officers 
who arrived at 938 Harrison Street 
to close down the fundraiser asked 
him several times at the scene, and 
then at the Hall of Justice holding 
tank, what he had done to “piss off 
Captain Yalon.” 

Alan said that he believed 
Yalon acted “under the color of 
authority with a personal grudge” 
against him by ordering officers to 
the scene, and that another officer 
failed in his duty to communicate 
to Yalon that a permit snafu had 
been resolved that would allow 
the fundraiser to take place with 
no admission charged and no alco¬ 
hol served. 

Deputy Chief of Police 
Thomas Petrini denied to the Bay 
Area Reporter in January that 
police targeted the event. He said 
the cops acted in response to a call 
from the Fire Department, and 
officers who arrived at the event 


determined it was an illegal rave 
and closed it. 


Fundraiser funds lost 

According to Alan, police have 
failed to return two walkie-talkies 
confiscated at the scene, and he 
alleges some $3,500 in cash taken 
by officers was never returned. 

Patrons of the private AIDS 
fundraiser have also alleged that 
officers refused to identify them¬ 
selves when asked; brutalized and 
confiscated the camera of one 
women after she recorded inci¬ 
dents of misconduct; sexually 
harassed a male member of the 
crowd by raising his dress and 
exposing his genitals; brutally 
beat up several citizens; gouged 
one partygoer’s eyes; and choked 
one individual with an illegal 
choke hold that sent him into 
unconsciousness. Officers also 
allegedly refused breathalyzer 
tests to individuals arrested on 
public drunkenness charges - 
which were later dropped. 

Bayer said two of the OCC’s 
nine investigators were assigned 
to the case full-time for approxi¬ 
mately seven months. The find¬ 
ings follow a separate police man¬ 
agement report, which also found 
police misconduct at the site and 
forwarded those reports to the 
OCC. 

Several of the officers involved 
in the incident have numerous 
previous misconduct complaints 
against them. ▼

Crypto Controversy Continues To Boil

San Francisco Supervisor Carole Migden asked 
Monday, August 14 for additional public hearings on 
San Francisco water quality, to look at the manage¬ 
ment of the city water department and analyze per¬ 
ceived breakdowns in the early warning system that is 
supposed to alert citizens of possible Cryptosporidium 
infestation. 

Cryptosporidium is a waterborne cyst that is par¬ 
ticularly dangerous for people with weak immune 
systems, such as people with AIDS, in whom it can 
cause chronic diarrhea, cramps, and death. 

In a related activity, 17 people will soon be named 
to a special city Cryptosporidium Task Force. Board 
President Kevin Shelley is expected to call a special 
meeting of the Rules Committee to approve the panel 
- suggested by Migden - probably next Tuesday, 
August 22. 

It has already been determined that Dr. Mitch Katz 
will represent the San Francisco Public Health 
Department, of which he is deputy director. Katz, an 
AIDS care physician who is director of the depart¬ 
ment’s AIDS Office, previously indicated he felt anal- 
oral contact by gay men, rather than the city water, 
was responsible for any Cryptosporidium outbreak. 
Those statements have drawn the ire of many in the 
gay community. 

Another likely member of the task force, registered 
nurse Tony Leone, has a view strongly opposing that 
of Katz. Leone, vice president of the Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club, is back in the hospital with the 
debilitating condition. Leone is former head of the 
Golden Gate Nurses Association and insists he reli¬ 
giously practices safe sex and got cryptosporidiosis 
from city water. Another person considered a safe bet 
on the Crypto Task Force is Steve Leonard, water pro¬ 


gram manager for Hetch Hetchy. Leonard is general¬ 
ly considered a “straight shooter” by all sides. 

The problem of Cryptosporidium, an outbreak of 
which killed 104 people with weakened immune sys¬ 
tems in Milwaukee in 1993, defies easy solutions. 
Jeffrey Laurence, M.D., senior scientific consultant 
for programs with the American Foundation for AIDS 
Research (AmFAR), said in a July 1995 special bul¬ 
letin that the American Water Works Association has 
stated “people infected with HIV should always boil 
water to kill any Cryptosporidium.” However, the EPA 
has stated that “current risk data are not adequate to 
support a recommendation that severely immunocom¬ 
promised persons in all U.S. cities boil or avoid drink¬ 
ing tap water.” 

“People with AIDS are in the confusing position of 
having to make decisions in an area of ongoing scien¬ 
tific controversy,” Laurence concluded. “National 
authorities have given conflicting opinions as to the 
need to boil or filter tap water. In this setting, each 
individual should have access to all information avail¬ 
able, in order to make an informed decision.” 

Laurence offers his own recommendation as a 
physician and AIDS researcher: “My belief, based on 
small pilot studies, is that most HIV-positive adults 
are probably colonized with Cryptosporidium already. 
Thus, unless a specific outbreak of crypto is reported 
in your area, boiling water religiously and avoiding 
contact with all other water sources (swimming pools, 
etc.) may not be appropriate. 

“At present there is not enough evidence to justi¬ 
fy adding yet another health concern to the multitude 
of more pressing concerns that confront most HIV¬ 
positive individuals. But if you decide to limit the 
likelihood that crypto will enter your body from the

Same-Sex Harassment Case Filed 
Against KOFY’s Gabbert 


by Dennis Conkin 

An openly gay former employ¬ 
ee of KOFY-TV 20 filed a multi¬ 
million sex harassment lawsuit 
against station owner and gay 
media mogul James Gabbert on 
Thursday, August 10. 

Roger Mele, 27, a former traf¬ 
fic controller for the station, filed 
the eight-count suit which also 
accused Gabbert of assault and 
sexual battery, defamation, and 
wrongful termination in violation 
of public policy. 

“I felt belittled and humiliated 
by [working conditions at KOFY]. 
I felt like I wasn’t being taken 
seriously for my work abilities. It 
completely stressed me out,” Mele 
said. 

Mele’s lawsuit, filed by gay 


San Francisco attorney Paul 
Wotman, lists more than two 
dozen alleged incidents of 
Gabbert’s alleged sexual harass¬ 
ment between 1991 and 1995. 

Gabbert’s attorney, Joe 
Schwacter of Littler, Mendelsohn, 
Fastiff and Tichey, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that Mele’s allega¬ 
tions are not true. 

“The charges are patently 
absurd. Mr. Gabbert is the victim 
in this. Roger Mele was treated 
very well at KOFY-TV,” 
Schwacter said. 

Mele, like all of the station 
employees, was required as a con¬ 
dition of employment to sign a 
statement saying that he under¬ 
stood that KOFY had a policy pro¬ 
hibiting sexual harassment and 
would take disciplinary action 


against perpetrators, Schwacter 
said. 

“After the alleged sexual 
harassment occurred, Mr. Mele 
left to go to KRON-TV in August 

1993, ” Schwacter said. “In June 

1994, he writes a hand-written let¬ 
ter to [a manager] at KOFY asking 
for his job back, saying that he 
never dreaded going to work at 
KOFY.” 

Mele said that he was later 
rehired at KOFY, with an agree¬ 
ment that the alleged sexual 
harassment by Gabbert would 
cease. 

‘I wouldn’t put out’ 

Mele says he left again when 
the alleged harassment by Gabbert 
resumed, and filed the lawsuit

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O nce upon a time when the 
1960s were in flower and 
the world seemed rife 
with possibilities, there 
was some debate on the virtues of 
“working for change within the 
system.” Most people we knew 
were too impatient for equality and 
liberty to do it, and thought the 
whole concept was suspect. 

But as the years went on, it 
became obvious monetary security 
was a potent force, capable of 
seducing all but the strongest anti- 
establishmentarians (well, it’s a 
word that was just waiting to be 
used) into the system one way or 
another. And eventually some 
stopped working within - and start¬ 
ed working for - the system. 

It’s impossible to guess the 
motives of, say, local gay GOP big¬ 
wig Chris Bowman, to know 
whether he ever believed he was 
working for the good of the gay 
community by joining the 
Republican Party. But it is possible 
to judge the evidence, and deter¬ 
mine the changes he brings aren’t 
doing us much good. 

Bowman spoke at the most 
recent meeting of San Francisco 
Republican Central Committee, 
opposing a motion to drop felony 
vandalism charges against the 
HIV-positive kids who zapped the 
GOP office last month. Admittedly, 
the perpetrators of that act left the 
place a shambles, full of painted 
bloody hands, as testament to their 
rage and frustration against Jesse 
Helms’s anti-gay tirades and the 
failure of anyone working within 
the system at SF GOP central to 
speak out against his bile. But felo¬ 
nious? 

Unfortunately, it seems, the kids 
made the mistake of breaking 
Bowman’s computer printer, which 
he thinks is a bad idea; we have to 
admit that we think it’s a great idea 
to disable every printer to which 
any Republican has access, but that 
may be extreme. Anyway, the loss 


of his output device was too much 
for the pink elephant, who told 
other central committee members 
he demanded retribution for the 
alleged vandals’ alleged vandal¬ 
ism. The rest of the group joined 
him and refused to second the 
motion. 

When Bowman spoke to the 
B.A.R. about it he quoted Langston 
Hughes - who suffered enough 
without the indignity of hearing his 
words used by the power elite 
against ACT UP/SF, so we won’t 
bother - and said of his damaged 
printer, “Do you know how frus¬ 
trating that is?” 

Well, yeah, Chris we do. 

And we have a long list of frus¬ 
trations having to do with you and 
your party, if you want to send a 
fork-lift over for it. 

Many - too many - of us are 
dying, in pain and in poverty and in 
despair and in ignominy, and that’s 
frustrating. 

Those of us who aren’t dying 
are fighting for the dying, for their 
comfort and their medicine and 
their right to live and occasionally 
their right not to, and that’s frus¬ 
trating. 

Helms, to whom great privilege 
and honors are routinely provided 
by Bowman’s friends and the 
tobacco industry, tells his fellow 
senators we are so “revolting” we 
don’t even deserve the pittance to 
fight the diseases that are killing 
us, and that’s frustrating. And 
Bowman and Bowman’s friends 
don’t make any noticeable effort to 
counteract that lie, and that’s frus¬ 
trating. 

There is so very much to be 
frustrated over, we’re to be forgiv¬ 
en if we can’t take Bowman’s irri¬ 
tation seriously. But he isn’t work¬ 
ing within the system for us until 
he chains stops vilifying the 
wounded and shows up frustrated 
and angry at Helms’s office wear¬ 
ing a “Just another Republican 
cocksucker” shirt. ▼ 


A Hymn 
To “Him”

’m a man, a gay man. 

I’m not a girl and even if I were female, 
having passed adolescence, I would be 
a woman. The correct pronoun to refer 
to me is he. Through my life I have been 
called many things, some unprintable and 
some beautiful. There are many sweet terms 
of endearment I have used and have had 
used to refer to me. Across the bar at work I 
have been referred to as mate, pal, buddy, 
even digger. I can easily accept these and 
see them as the friendly terms they are. 

The other day, however, I was referred to 
as Daisy. Excuse me, but where did this 
ridiculous use of a name come from? Were 
these two miserable souls referring to me as 
a flower, a female, or harking back to one of 
the most common names used for a cow? 
Whichever it was, I reject it. 

I have never embraced the gay male con¬ 
cept of referring to other men in female 
terms. Girl, she, missy and especially Daisy 
are out. When I first came out, my rejecting 
of these terms may have been associated 
with my discomfort at being gay. I’ve 
worked through all that, and these days I 
just find these terms offensive, not only to 
me but to women as well. 

I am not female, I never have been and I 
don’t want to be. My sexuality does not 
negate my masculinity; in fact, it embraces 
it. I am not on some transgender trail trying 
to discover my feminine side, nor am I 
prone to slipping on a frock and tripping the 
light fantastic. My feminine and masculine 
selves are quite content within me, my sex¬ 
uality is a part of me with which I am very 
comfortable and which I express as a man. 
Because of this I have to question why the 
use of these female terms is so widespread? 
Personally, I reject them. 

There is a great diversity among gay men 
and lesbians, as there is within any collec¬ 
tion of people. Gay men range from the 
“butch” to what is termed the “complete 
mincer,” as lesbians range from what again 
is termed the “butch” to the “lipstick les¬ 
bian.” As with everything, these terms are 
labels and often not very flattering ones. 
Mincer, diesel dyke, big girl, lipstick les¬ 
bian, etc. are all loaded terms - most often 
used to describe another and rarely used to 
describe the self. 

If a lesbian wishes to wear the outfit and 
make-up of her choice, that is her right. If a 
gay man wishes to wear the outfit of his 
choice, be it a dress or 501’s and a singlet, 
that again is his right. If he wants to lisp, put 
on make-up, grow a moustache, or pump his 
muscles, he has that right. I also have the 
right to wear what I want and act how I like. 

I have chosen to embrace my masculinity 
and appear male. When someone refers to 
me as a girl or calls me Daisy, I feel they are 
negating this, they are not acknowledging 
my right to be who I am. 

The old myth that all gay men want to be 
women, or are women trapped in men’s 
bodies appears to be supported by those 
who adopt the use of these female terms. 
Surely if we want to be understood within 
society, we need to demonstrate to society 
who we are, and we’re men. Our sexuality 
may be different, but our gender isn’t. Yes, 
we’re different and that difference can be 
expressed and embodied in many wonderful 
ways, but at no stage have I felt female or 
felt the need to express myself as a female, 
so why refer to each other as females? 

So please, I ask that my right to be male 
be accepted. Don’t call me a girl or use 
female names for me, it’s offensive. 

As for the two who felt they could call 
me Daisy, there’s a paddock awaiting you. 
Go and chew your cud elsewhere. ▼

Transsexual perspective 

Having just finished reading Kent Brandley’s story 
subtitled “Mental Health Professionals’ 
Homophobia,” I must take exception to several of the 
misconceptions contained therein. 

As a middle-aged post-operative transsexual 
whose sex-reassignment surgery was provided for 
with public funds because I was diagnosed as a young 
adult with the mental disorder of transsexualism, I 
vehemently disagree with the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights and Shannon Minter’s insensitive 
objection to the psychiatric label of “gender identity 
disorder.” 

To begin with, for Minter to equate lesbian, gay 
and bisexual youths’ experience of psychiatric label¬ 
ing to that of “transgender” youth is mixing apples 
with oranges. Lesbians, gays and bisexuals of any age 
do not need medical intervention— including surgi¬ 
cal— in order to lead satisfying, fulfilling sex lives. 
Transsexual youth such as I was, however, do. 

Few people can imagine the disgust and self- 
loathing many transsexuals feel for their native geni¬ 
tals, nor do they understand the impossible obstacle to 
even a semblance of normal life that having the 
“wrong” genitals means for us. It is not necessary to 
understand, however, to appreciate the depth of 
despair that drive some of us to attempt, as I did, to cut 
off the horrors ourselves. Such desperation was one of 
the facts that led legal, medical and psychiatric profes¬ 
sionals to offer their considered opinions that sex-reas¬ 
signment surgery was, for me, a medical necessity. 

However distasteful being labeled with a mental 
disorder may strike some queers, the fact is that if I 
hadn’t been diagnosed with that particular mental dis¬ 
order as an adolescent, instead of living to be a mid¬ 
dle-aged woman I would have been a dead boy. 

Minter’s inability to discriminate between appro¬ 
priate and inappropriate psychiatric treatment of 
“gender identity disorder” raises serious reservations 
on my part concerning her fitness to hold an opinion 
on the topic, let alone work to undermine the one 
avenue transsexuals currently have to obtain sex-reas¬ 
signment surgery. 

I would like nothing more than to count Minter, the 
NCLR and California NOW as allies in the struggle to 
facilitate transsexuals’ access to hormone therapy and 
sex-reassignment surgery - but such willingness on 
my part is predicated on the need for them to 
acknowledge and accede to the wisdom and experi¬ 
ence those of us with proven track records have uti¬ 
lized for years in the effort to which they have only 
recently chosen to participate. If they are not willing 
to do so then I respectfully request they butt out. 

With friends like that, who needs enemies?

Aside from the validity of these charges, what has 
happened to freedom of speech? Does Clinton’s Army 
policy come to mind? “Don’t tell, or you’re out.” The 
only response to these serious problems has been a big 
ad campaign. They dropped the entry fee $75, and 
with mention of manager Ben Greyling’s letter to the 
B.A.R., it’s down to $235. (In 1991 it was $390.) 

Gay gyms since the epidemic are essentially com¬ 
munity centers focusing on health and sex appeal, 
replacements for the old wild bathhouses. Longtime 
members have a paternal feeling toward them. Not 
like stockholders, which would be a good idea, but 


closer to a family gathering. So when a strange out¬ 
sider barges in like gangbusters and disrupts the 
whole sense of community, it’s a disaster. 

Ben’s parting threat to me was, “I know where you 
live!” Others willing to risk their memberships might 
comment to the owners, Rick Stokes and Ross Moore, 
where they live, at 653 Noe (their new million-dollar 
mansion). 

Although my contract of Nov. ’87 states it’s “non- 
cancelable for any reason,” sign me canceled.

AIDS in the family 

One Sunday afternoon my best friend and I were 
sitting around shooting the breeze.

In addition, the heterosexual population has for¬ 
gotten that homosexuals are products of heterosexual 
love, or perhaps the lack of love in heterosexual rela¬ 
tionships. Are heterosexual relationships more virtu¬ 
ous in the eyes of God? If so, I ask you why is domes¬ 
tic violence so rampant in our society? Why is rape so 
rampant? Why is the divorce rate soon to surpass fifty 
percent? Surely this high figure implies that their rela¬ 
tionships are less than ideal and are perhaps not as ful¬ 
filling as they, too, could be.

It is possible that homosexuality became more overt 
and popular because heterosexual relationships were 
less and less a symbol of God’s love. 

When I look for symbols of God’s love in history, 
the supreme example is without a doubt Jesus Christ, 
but I find it sadly ironic that people employ the 
Christian doctrine to write off those suffering from 
AIDS. What was Jesus’ attitude toward the poor, the 
sick, and the dying? Did Jesus cast them aside, or was 
he caring and compassionate? 

Did Jesus not only cure the lepers but also forgive 
their sins? Why is it, then, that the Christian world 
cannot make this important connection to the crisis 
surrounding AIDS and those dying from AIDS each 
day? Is it that the Christian heart is equally filled with 
hate and prejudice? Are they so drunk with the mate¬ 
rialism and greed in our society that they are inca¬ 
pable of love, compassion, and service in this matter? 
Is it really that God is punishing those who contract 
AIDS or is He offering us all another opportunity to 
cleanse our collective hate through forgiveness, and 
through love and support for those who surely need 
our help in their darkest, most painful hours of life? 

Well, that’s for you to decide personally and hope¬ 
fully compassionately. I just hope that you will decide 
to forgive and offer your love and assistance before 
AIDS’ next victim is your brother, father, son, moth¬ 
er, sister, or daughter. If and when this does occur, and 
I hope with all my heart that it will not, I am sure the 
decision will be much, much easier to make then. In 
closing, I pray that God will bless our parents and that 
the love of the parent will triumph over hate at this 
very critical moment in history.

All ears at the Perot confab 


ven the most die-hard 
Republicans had to be 
embarrassed at the specta¬ 
cle this past weekend of 
all eight (!) announced Republican 
presidential candidates flocking to 
Dallas like dutiful choir boys to 
“kiss the ring” of Ross Perot, the 
slightly unbalanced billionaire 
who chaired a mini-convention of 
his “United We Stand, America” 
followers. The three-day confab, 
despite a disappointing turnout of 
slightly less than 3,000, was cov¬ 
ered by hordes of media, and the 
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presidential hopefuls were all 
afraid to miss the three-day ego 
party thrown for the 1992 
“Independent” presidential candi¬ 
date since all of them remember 
only too well that Perot pulled 19 
million votes that fateful 
November. 

Even the Reverend Jesse 
Jackson trekked to Big D to be 
personally introduced by Perot to 
the half-filled auditorium. In fact, 
each of the eight Republican can¬ 
didates, from Pat Buchanan to 
Pete Wilson, was personally 
introduced by Perot; the man bare¬ 
ly left the stage the entire time. 

Although Perot invited Bill 
Clinton, the president declined. 
However, he did send a represen¬ 
tative, White House counselor 
Thomas (Mack) McLarty, to the 
mostly Republican gathering. 

Clinton, of course, would like 
nothing better than to see Ross 
Perot run again next year as an 
Independent, since nearly all poll¬ 
sters agreed that most of the votes 
Perot received three years ago 
came from disgruntled 
Republicans. A candidacy next 
year by the Texas billionaire 
would very likely split the anti- 
Clinton vote and assure the presi¬ 
dent’s re-election. 

The Republicans embraced 
everything the “United We Stand” 
zealots wanted - and then some - 
in a shameless display that would 
have made Roy Cohn toss his 
cookies, and even McLarty tried 
to establish a personal bond with 
Perot by mentioning that he and 
Perot had grown up in towns only 
a few miles apart, adding that 
“long before I ever came to 
Washington, I developed a respect 
for Ross and his leadership skills.” 

One nationally known news 
broadcaster noted that “the 
Republican hopefuls were court¬ 
ing Perot and his flock with ‘sweet 
talk’ that would make Heidi Fleiss 
blush.” Clearly, Ross’ followers 
weren’t too excited about the woo¬ 
ing or hearing from any of the 


GOP candidates, as many visited 
among themselves, ate at snack 
bars set up in the auditorium, or 
attended “workshops” as Bob 
Dole, Wilson, Phil Gramm and 
others addressed them. 

Each Republican pleaded per¬ 
sonally with Perot not to run as an 
Independent next year - much as 
many of them have pleaded with 
the likes of General Colin 
Powell. Lamar Alexander blunt¬ 
ly warned the Perot partisans that 
“if he [Perot] runs again, we get 
Bill Clinton in the White House 
again” - a point seemingly lost on 
the crowd as they sized up the 
Republican alternatives. 

Famed homophobe and racist 
Pat Buchanan received the 
warmest welcome from the Perot 
loyalists. He brought the crowd to 
their feet with his “pro-family, 
economic nationalism, cultural 
war” speech. 

Now there’s a ticket that would 
make Bill Clinton happy: 
Perot/Buchanan in ’96 or maybe 
vice versa. It’s enough to give Bob 
Dole the shivers. The entire Dallas 
circus this past weekend goes a 
long way to show why, despite his 
standing in some polls and last 
November’s congressional elec¬ 
tions, Bill Clinton just might be in 
better shape than many think for 
next year’s election. 

Politics and people 

In Dallas, a minister who 
screamed “murderer” at her the 
first time he saw her has apparent¬ 
ly converted Norma McCorvey, 
the “Jane Roe” in the historic 1973 
Roe v. Wade Supreme Court ruling 
that legalized abortion nationwide, 
to Christian fundamentalism and 
helped convince her to renounce 
the abortion rights movement. 
However, Connie Gonzales, 
McCorvey’s longtime lesbian 
lover, whom McCorvey’s new 
faith demands that she give up, 
swears that “they’ve [the minister 
and his pro-life associates] got her 
too far this time, and I will not let 
them take her any farther.” While 
admitting that her lover was 
“looking for God and is a religious 
person,” Gonzales said that 
McCorvey can sometimes be 
“talked into anything, she’s so ter¬ 
ribly gullible.” 

Moreover, it’s important to 
realize that Roe v. Wade was a 
class-action lawsuit: it wasn’t just 
to determine abortion rights for 
McCorvey, but for all American 
women. 

Governor Wilson’s announce¬ 
ment last week that he is going to 
court to invalidate his own state’s 
laws for affirmative action con¬ 
tract goals that favor racial minori¬ 



ties and women clearly shows 
what kind of issues he is willing to 
use to gain the presidential nomi¬ 
nation. Would he, as president, 
serve the same kind of lawsuit on 
America? 

Of possible interest to Pete - or 
perhaps Dan Lungren - is 
Michael Huffington’s announce¬ 
ment to Sacramento reporters last 
week that he will definitely run for 
governor or U.S. senator in ’98. Is 
Barbara Boxer worried? 
Somehow I doubt it. Huffington 
has been much too successful in 
tarring himself with the sore loser 
brush. 

Speaking of La Barbara, she 
has renewed her call for public 
hearings (already denied by the 
GOP-controlled Congress) into 
accusations of sexual harassment 
against Oregon Senator Bob 
Packwood (R) after new charges 
now have him making uninvited 
sexual advances toward a minor in 
1983. If this guy had any guts at 
all, he’d resign and save 
Oregonians - not to mention him¬ 
self - a lot of embarrassment. 

Dan and Mike aren’t the only 
ones with an eye on Sacramento. 
There’s San Diego Mayor Susan 
Golding, a Republican, who has 
statewide ambitions in 1998, but 
must first get re-elected in 1996. 
Since San Diego’s hosting the 
national GOP Convention next 
August, that should help the 
mayor’s election chances. 

Every little bit helps: 
Remember retired Admiral 
James Stockdale, Ross Perot’s 
1992 running mate, who once dur¬ 
ing a nationally televised debate 
asked, “What am I doing here?” 
Well, he endorsed Pete Wilson for 
president this week. Stockdale, 71, 
is a senior research fellow at 
Stanford’s Hoover Institute (!). 

Don’t invite mayoral candi¬ 
dates Angela Alioto and Willie 
Brown to the same cocktail party, 
particularly if Willie’s campaign 
manager. Jack Davis, is with him. 
The canapes will fly! 

I have to agree with one of my 
favorite USA Today columnists, 
Susan Estrich, a law professor at 
UCLA, when she says that “race is 
really beside the point in the 
Simpson case; the issue isn’t 
whether or not Detective Fuhrman 
is a racist; the issue is whether or 
not Simpson is guilty.”

How women label themselves, 
however, is another matter, even 
though surveys have shown no 
difference in sleeping with 
girls/sleeping with boys ratios 
between lesbian community 
women who call themselves les¬ 
bians and those who call them¬ 
selves bi. The recent example of 
how stigmatized acknowledging 
bisexuality can be is, of course, 
filmmaker Maria Maggenti. Like 
more similarly situated others than 
one might imagine, she’s hanging 
onto the L-word for dear life 
despite living a B-life by engaging 
in the H-activity of dating a man 
for two years running. 

Adventurous 

articulations 

Some of us don’t see “lesbian” 
and “bisexual” as mutually exclu¬ 
sive categories (because we view 
lesbianism in terms of one’s pas¬ 
sion for women instead of how 
passionately one avoids intimacy 
with men). It seems to us that 
Maria’s angst about her lesbian 
credentials could be soothed by 
embracing one of the incredibly 
truly adventurous articulations a 
girl in love can adopt, like “bisex¬ 
ual lesbian,” “bi-dyke,” or “les¬ 
bian-identified bisexual,” instead 
of complaining about not getting 
lesbian props while holding hands 
with her boyfriend. 

This Newsweek feature 
premised three distinct orienta¬ 
tions - straight, gay/lesbian and bi 
- and addressed neither the 
nuances nor the identity complica¬ 
tions of the overlap that does exist. 
A fair number of people fall 
between those categories. Even if 
they go schwing! counter to type 
on a regular basis, they still have a 
type to run counter to, like those 
of us who occasionally have found 
boys nice to visit but not to live 
with. 

You could call this the Fender 
Stratocaster model of sexual ori¬ 
entation. The Strat, for those of 
you who didn’t go schwing! in 
recognition, is a classic electric 
guitar (think Buddy Holly, Eric 
Clapton) with three pick-ups and a 
five-position pick-up selector 
switch; the two in-between posi¬ 
tions that combine the input from 
two pick-ups out of phase are the 
really cool-sounding ones. As 
recently as 1990, at the first 
National Bisexual Conference, 
people to whom articulating 
something about being some¬ 
where between a Kinsey 6 and a 
Kinsey 0 seemed important rev¬ 
eled in the range of possibilities. 

Now, a mere five years later, 
there seems to be a kind of Kinsey 
3 chauvinism among the people 
who identify themselves as the bi 
community and/or movement. 
There’s more of an expectation 
that anyone who wants to be a part 
of that network, or to adopt that 


identity in whole or in part, will be 
somewhere closer to the middle of 
the scale - say, Kinsey 2 to Kinsey 
4 at the outside. There are rumors 
of women once called “too bi” in 
lesbian circles now being consid¬ 
ered “too lesbian” in bi circles. 
Oy, these identity politics! 

New nomenclature 

At one time in my life, this 
would have been a big deal to me. 
In the late ’70s and early ’80s, I 
was among a growing number of 
women who were caring less and 
less about being exclusively les¬ 
bian. We were broadening our dat- 
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ing horizons in response to a 
shrinking pool of available les¬ 
bians who hadn’t undergone that 
’70s “womon-loving” moxie-ecto- 
my. Still, it was scary - our pas¬ 
sion for women was part of our 
sense of self. 

So, we developed “bi-dyke” 
nomenclature to make a couple of 
things clear: we’d absolutely, pos¬ 
itively be with our sisters if the 
proverbial chips were ever down, 
and our bisexuality was an adjunct 
to our lesbianism, not incorporat¬ 
ed to water it down. We would 
give no man excuse to say, “Susie 
Bright says lesbians fuck men, so 
what’s your problem?” (an actual 
quote). We would let no woman 
get away with saying, “ I’m a les¬ 
bian and my husband’s a gay man, 
so it’s not really a heterosexual 
marriage” (another actual quote). 

Funny thing: bi feminist 
groups started filling up with 
women of token (if any) hetero¬ 
sexual experience who were, for 
all practical purposes, lesbians - 
with one difference. They were 
feminist, post-Stonewall lesbians 
who didn’t want to do lesbian- 
feminist PC. Neither did they want 
to do, when that came along, queer 
PC. Queer nationalism washed 
right out any discourse on lesbian¬ 
ism or queemess as coming out of, 
or existing in the context of, a 
woman’s life - not an attractive 
prospect in the search for meaning 
department. This was a point elo¬ 
quently made in OUT/LOOK by - 
surprise - one Maria Maggenti. 

In postmodern lesbianism, of 
course, we don’t have to choose 
between “woman-identification” 
and sex radicalism - we can have 
both! And advice columnist Dan 
Savage can quote his “favorite 
dykes” on lesbianism versus 
bisexuality: “It’s not who you go 
to bed with, it’s who you fall in 
love with.” This may not let Maria 
Maggenti off the hook - or make 
the B-word less scary. It does, 
however, move us closer to a com¬ 
munity with a more secure sense 
of self, enough to only care who’s 
falling in love with whom. ▼

P erhaps looking to mine 
the same attention-gar¬ 
nering vein as “lesbian 
chic,” Newsweek has now 
done a cover feature on “the new 
sexual orientation”: bisexuality. I 
bit, buying a copy and reading 
about people articulating an iden¬ 
tity based on choosing dates/part¬ 
ners as individuals rather than as 
members of a particular gender. 
Gee, dating individuals rather than 
warm bodies, there’s a concept! I 
imagine it doesn’t take being able 
to do so across gender lines to 
appreciate the intelligence in that 
approach. 

Nonetheless, though I was 
happy to see Middle America 
being presented with another 
thoughtful alternative to knee-jerk 
heterosexuality, a poignant 
thought kept running through my 
mind: You know, they just don’t 
make bisexuals like they used to. 

From a technical point of view, 
the word “bisexual” covers a lot of 
territory, namely Kinsey 1 through 
Kinsey 5. These numbers repre¬ 
sent sporadic but significant inter¬ 
action with a sex other than that to 
which one is mostly attracted, for 
at least three years of one’s life. If 
one were to get incredibly picky 
and technical about it, a fair por¬ 
tion of the lesbian community 
could be said to be bisexual in

Brownie Mary To Get Help from Her Friends

A trio of birthday bashes at 
three different joints on three dif¬ 
ferent nights - beginning this 
Sunday, August 20 - will cele¬ 
brate high-rolling kind-hearted 
Brownie Mary’s 74th year on the 
planet, and also help bankroll 
Californians for Compassionate 
Use, the organization gearing up 
to get the Medical Marijuana 
Initiative on the ballot in 
November. 

Mentally spry and physically 
frail, Brownie Mary, whose legal 
name is Mary Rathbun, will 
gamely try to attend all three func¬ 
tions in order to help those she 


calls her “kids.” They are: 

• Sunday, August 20, at La 
Klubstituta ala Oasis (located at 
11th and Folsom) from 5 p.m. to 
closing. Admission, on a sliding 
scale of $5 to $15, includes a 5 to 
9 p.m. beer bust, barbecue, and 
50/50 raffle; 

• Saturday, August 26, at the 
Lone Star Saloon, located at 1354 
Harrison Street, from 3 p.m. to 7 
p.m.; and 

• Sunday, August 27, at the 
Cinch, located at 1723 Polk Street, 
from 3 p.m. to 7 p.m. 

Brownie Mary, as any San 
Franciscan of long duration can 
tell you, got her name from baking 
succulent brownies with marijua¬ 


na or hashish in them and provid¬ 
ing them to AIDS and cancer 
patients to ease their pain. She has 
long fought for medical access to 
cannabis, and was honored by the 
Metropolitan Community Church 
of San Francisco with a 1993 
“Saints Alive” award for her 
activism. 

The effort to get the Medical 
Marijuana initiative on the ballot 
will be enormous and costly, 
according to Dennis Peron, direc¬ 
tor of Californians for 
Compassionate Use. For the mea¬ 
sure to be eligible for the 1996 
ballot, 500,000 registered voters’ 
signatures must be acquired 
between January 10 and May 14 


of next year - or 4,000 each day. 
New voters can be registered and 
sign the initiative petition simulta¬ 
neously. 

Assembly Bill 1529, which 
would legalize marijuana for med¬ 
ical use, is still pending in the 
state Assembly. Governor Pete 
Wilson, who has vetoed similar 
compassionate measures in the 
past - “pandering to the religious 
right,” Peron said - is expected to 
veto the measure again when it 
passes. ▼

Gay, Lesbian Adventists Hold 16th Annual Kampmeeting

Four years ago Jon and Randy Bobst- 
McKay were 21-year-old strangers who had 
been raised very strictly in the Seventh-Day 
Adventist faith. Although they attended the 
same strict Bible-based Seventh-Day Adventist 
College in Walla Walla, Washington, they had 
never met - until they both attended a kinship 
gathering of Adventists that year. 

They have lived happily as a gay couple in 
San Francisco ever since. 

This year, Seventh-Day Adventist Kinship 
International, Inc., will hold its sixteenth annu¬ 
al Kampmeeting August 20-27 near Portland - 
the same site where Jon and Randy met. 
Kinship is a 19-year-old organization of gay 
and lesbian Seventh-day Adventists, according 
to Kampmeeting ’95 coordinator Doug Taylor 
of Walla Walla, including both current and for¬ 
mer members of the conservative religious 
denomination. 

Unfortunately, Jon and Randy won’t be able 
to attend this year, but Randy told the B.A.R.

Welcome aboard!

Mgf-s. he Crew is a new situation 
comedy to be broadcast by 
the FOX television net¬ 
work. The series is based 
around the lives of four airline 
flight attendants, one of whom is 

gay- 

The Crew is the creation of 
producer-writers (and real life gay 
couple) Marc Cherry and Jamie 
Whooten. “Jaime and I have a 
vested interest in making sure this 
is a very positive portrayal,” 
Cherry said of the show’s gay 
character. Speaking to a group of 
television critics. Cherry added: 
“We’re very thankful for the net¬ 
work to let us have this voice 
because it’s not a voice that you 
see on every show.” He reminded 
the audience that “you can’t deny 
the existence of gay people 
throughout this country ... people 
who have a distinct comedy voice 
and should be heard.” 

Actor David Burke will play 
“Paul,” the gay member of The 
Crew. Cherry and Whooten previ¬ 
ously wrote for The Golden Girls, 
where they were responsible for 
creating another queer character, 
Blanche’s gay brother. According 
to Whooten, homophobic organi¬ 
zations like the American Family 
Association (AFA) “came after us 
big time” over that portrayal. 
“They went after the advertisers. 
They did the whole thing,” he 
said. 

Whooten and Cherry are deter¬ 
mined to provide a cutting-edge 
character in “Paul,” who - they 
promise - will be given a “social 
life.” “He will absolutely at some 
point be dating,” Whooten said. 
But, Cherry cautioned, “A lot of 
that is going to be dependent 
upon, you know, does the audi¬ 
ence get the show? Do they like 
the show? The rule is that the 
more successful your show is, the 
more risks you can take.”

Fit for everyone 

Mainstream physique and fit¬ 
ness magazines coyly target gay 
readers, a fact that can easily be 
discerned from their many homo¬ 
erotic photo spreads (not to men¬ 
tion the back-of-the-book ads for 
“exercise” videos of “Terry oiling 
up and posing at the gym ... “). 
However, this gay readership has 
seldom been acknowledged - 
directly - in the editorial content 
of such periodicals as Men’s 
Workout, Total Fitness For Men, 
and Exercise For Men Only. 

Whether the subject is “Single 
Men and Cooking” or “How To 
Select A Gym,” the words “homo¬ 
sexuality,” “bisexuality,” or “gay” 
almost never appear in the text of 
any articles. Moreover, most exer¬ 
cise magazines regularly include 
articles on “sexual fitness” that 
refer specifically - and exclusive¬ 
ly - to heterosexuality. It’s a par¬ 
ticularly odd form of denial. 

A noteworthy exception can be 
found in the September 1995 issue 
of Men’s Exercise, a mainstream 
magazine sold at many supermar¬ 
kets and newsstands. The issue 
features a profile of water polo 
coach Bob Lenzi (“Everybody 
Into The Pool”), written by Steve 
McKee. While several pages of 
photos illustrate Lenzi’s exercise 
routine, the accompanying text 
refers liberally to his participation 
in the Gay Games. 

The article treats Lenzi’s gay¬ 


ness almost routinely, noting in 
the very first paragraph: “The San 
Diego Cygnets, of which Bob 
Lenzi is the coach and star player, 
had been favored to win the water 
polo gold medal at the 1994 Gay 
Games in New York City. ...” 
Still, the author does not fail to 
highlight the extraordinary signif¬ 
icance of these Games as well. 
Further into his article, McKee 
writes: “The larger thing would be 
the Gay Games IV. ... An estimat¬ 
ed 11,000 athletes from around the 
country and world gathered 
together to create the biggest par¬ 
ticipation-based sporting contest 
ever. To be a part of something as 
special as that, Lenzi said, was ... 
well, special.” 

Another notable article appears 
in the August 1995 issue of Men’s 
Fitness. This issue includes Peter 
Gambaccini’s article, “Family 
Ties.” Gambaccini’s essay exam¬ 
ines his relationship with his gay 
brother, Paul. The author under¬ 
takes a well-intentioned effort to 
challenge homophobia and the 
closet syndrome. Despite a few 
unfortunate phrases (such as sexu¬ 
al “proclivities” and “prefer¬ 
ence”), he succeeds - especially 
given the forum in which his arti¬ 
cle has been printed.

Now Fundies Blame 
Us For the Holocaust 

...and your tax dollars are 
helping to support them!

Gay and Jewish leaders have 
denounced claims by right wing 
historical revisionists that “macho 
homosexuality” among Nazi lead¬ 
ers was the root cause of Nazi 
atrocities that led to the extermi¬ 
nation of millions in the 
Holocaust. 

The claims are made in The 
Pink Swastika: Homosexuality In 
The Nazi Party, a new book co¬ 
authored by former Oregon 
Citizens Alliance membership 
director Scott Lively and writer 
Kevin Abrams, a Jerusalem 
Orthodox Jewish member of the 
National Association for the 
Research and Therapy of 
Homosexuality. 

The 224-page illustrated book 
claims that homosexuality was 
“the central element of the fascist 
system,” that the “Nazi elite” 
were pedophiles and homosexu¬ 
als, that Hitler surrounded himself 
with homosexuals, and that “the 
people most responsible ... were 
homosexuals.” 

The book retails for $9.95, but 
Lively has offered it “free” to 
other right wingers - if they make 
a $25 gift to the Sheridan 
Assembly of God in Corvallis, 
Oregon, or a monthly pledge of 
any amount to the church. 

According to some of Lively’s 
correspondence, the funds collect¬ 
ed by the church will be used to 
support himself and his family 
while he attends the unaccredited 
and fundamentalist Christian-ori¬ 
ented Simon Greenleaf School of 
Law in Anaheim, California. 

And, his literature says, the 
donations that will support his 
lifestyle are tax deductible. 

Adolf Hustler? 

“If history is to be told accu¬ 
rately, the behavior of homosexu¬ 
als under Hitler’s barbarous rule 
provides further evidence that 
homosexuality is a pathology,” 
the authors write. Their book sug¬ 
gests Hitler “engaged in a particu¬ 
larly volatile form of sado¬ 
masochism” - and that he may 
have once worked as a male pros¬ 
titute. They also say the German 
Worker’s Party, the forerunner to

the Nazi Party, was founded in a 
Munich gay bar. 

The book claims units of the 
Storm Troopers, including those 
who carried out the 1938 
Kristallnacht (Night of Broken 
Glass) that marked the beginning 
of vicious anti-Semitic persecu¬ 
tion, “were notorious for homo¬ 
sexuality.” It quotes a claim by 
R.A. Smallbones, a former con¬ 
sul general of Germany and 
Kristallnacht eyewitness, that 
“this outbreak of sadistic cruel¬ 
ty” was caused by “sexual per¬ 
version, in particular homosexu¬ 
ality.” 

Lively writes that Ernest 
Roehm was appointed to head the 
notorious S.A. Storm Troopers 
because he was a known homo¬ 
sexual, and because Hitler 
believed that the group’s repres¬ 
sive violence and anti-Jewish 
attacks were best undertaken by 
homosexuals. 

Roehm was ordered executed 
by Hitler in 1934. 

Lively and Abrams claim that 
after Roehm’s death, gay officers 
in the S.A. were organized into an 
elite corps known as the SD, 
which became the branch of the 
Nazi security apparatus that con¬ 
trolled the concentration camps 
and were responsible for the 
atrocities. 


“Ironically, the record shows 
that there was far more brutality, 
rape, torture, and murder commit¬ 
ted against innocent people by 
Nazi deviants and homosexuals 
than there ever was against homo¬ 
sexuals,” the authors claim. 

Classic 

blame-ttie-victim 

The book has been denounced 
as “an attempt to split two groups 
of victims,” according to the head 
of the San Francisco chapter of 
the B’nai Bri’ith Anti- 
Defamation League. 

“It’s classic blame-the-victim 
that tries to split two groups who 
were victimized by the Holocaust, 
Jews and gays, and it is a bunch of 
crap,” said ADL spokeswoman 
Anastasia Steinberg. 

Jerry Rosenstein, a Holocaust 
survivor who spent two years in 
Auschwitz concentration camp, 
said that the charges are like 
blaming Jews or Gypsies for the 
Holocaust. 

“That’s totally insane. How do 
you refute lies like that? It’s a 
total distortion of history. After 
all, known homosexuals were 
persecuted and incarcerated in 
concentration camps,” 

Rosenstein told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“I’m sure there were homosex¬ 
uals in the Nazi party,” said 
National Lesbian and Gay Rights 
Task Force spokesman Robert 
Bray. “Certainly there are homo¬ 
sexuals in every oppressive 
regime in modem history, includ¬ 
ing in the Republican party. 

“But this is horrific. It’s a new 
campaign of propaganda and 
defamation against the lesbian 
and gay movement,” Bray said. 

A1 Kielwasser, of the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, said, “This 1928 
statement, issued by the Nazi 
Party, is indistinguishable from 
contemporary OCA rhetoric: 
‘Anyone who thinks of homosex¬ 
ual love is our enemy. 

‘“We therefore reject any form 
of lewdness, especially homosex¬ 
uality, because it robs us of our 
last chance to free our people 
from the bondage which now 
enslaves it.’” ▼

ual activity,” Amend said. “It is significant 
when it takes in innocent minds like this Carver 
gal.” 

Amend also used the tragedy to blame gays 
for the spread of AIDS. 

“I think it [homosexuality] is an aberrant 
sexual activity that is promoted by the thoughts 
and sensations that are associated with the sex 
act that drive people to do ... abnormal things 
and animalistic things,” Amend said, “and as a 
result bring about cancers and death on the part 
of the recipients and the active individuals.” 

Bray said that despite Amend’s statement at 
the press conference that “I don’t care what the 
political ramifications are on this,” when the 
controversy over his comments started building 
he publicly denied ever having made them - 
until he was presented with copies of videotapes 
as verification. 

Rectum reactivity, or whatever 

In follow-up interviews in the Spokane 
Spokesman Review, Amend reiterated his belief 
that AIDS is a disease that comes from anal 
intercourse and homosexuals. 

“It [AIDS] wouldn’t have started if there 
wasn’t homosexual activity that brought what¬ 
ever causes AIDS ... reactivity of sperm in the 


rectum or whatever,” Amend said. 

Bray called the remarks “revolting, medically 
unsound, and dangerous” and said that the 
Spokane gay community would launch a recall 
effort against Amend. 

“Dr. Amend makes two wildly inaccurate 
assumptions,” Bray said. “First, that sexual 
abuse is only a gay phenomenon, and second, 
being gay equals AIDS.” 

Bray said that the July 1994 issue of 
Pediatrics, the journal of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics and child welfare work¬ 
ers, reports that a child’s risk of being molested 
by a heterosexual is 100 times greater than 
being abused by a homosexual, lesbian, or 
bisexual. 

“His comments are clearly based on bias 
and ignorance,” said Dr. Bob Cebaj, president 
of the Gay and Lesbian Medical Association. 
“There is no connection between his com¬ 
ments and reality. Homosexuality has nothing 
to do with child abuse. It’s also quite aston¬ 
ishing that a person in his position would 
believe that AIDS is caused by a particular sex 
act. He evidently has no awareness of the 
infectious nature of HIV,” Cebaj said. 

A candlelight vigil to protest Amend’s com¬ 
ments will be held this week in Spokane. 
Speakers will include gay and lesbian survivors 
of child sexual abuse, AIDS and gay civil rights 
leaders, and others. T

A streetcar named F Line 

Trolleys to the Castro To Begin September 1

The San Francisco “F” Line’s 
newly restored vintage cars will 
make their official inaugural run 
up Market Street to Castro amidst 
confetti, balloons, and folderol on 
Friday, September 1. 

Mayor Frank Jordan and Philip 
Adams, public transportation 
director, will preside over a 10:30 
a.m. civic ceremony at Market and 
Second Streets marking the first 
new Muni Railway line in the city 


since 1928. Invited guests will 
then board 28 historic streetcars 
and one antique trolley bus to 
parade up Market Street. 

Historic and refurbished street¬ 
cars representing five countries 
and a dozen U.S. cities will be 
included in the event, according to 
MUNI public information officer 
Gordon Smith. 

Supervisors Carole Migden, 
Susan Leal, and Tom Ammiano 
will be at the noon ribbon-cutting 
ceremony at the 17 th and 


Castro/Market end of the celebra¬ 
tion. Their remarks will be kept to 
a minimum at the event, to make 
time for the Lesbian and Gay 
Spirit Band to perform well- 
known trolley songs. 

Merchants of Upper Market 
and the Castro area hope the new 
line will increase business by giv¬ 
ing tourists something picturesque 
to ride besides the cable cars. The 
merchants will probably have 
tables offering information and 
coupons from neighborhood enter¬ 


prises at the Castro end of the line. 

Rides on the F line will be free 
all day Friday, Smith said; regular 
service will commence at 6:30 
a.m. Saturday, September 2. 

The $50 million project took 
seven years to complete, and 
includes more than three miles of 
double track from downtown to 
Castro and Market, Smith said. 
Project costs include accessible 
boarding islands, overhead electri¬ 
cal wires, and median landscaping 
with palm trees. ▼

Queer Environmentalists 
Aid “Save Sanchez 
Hilltop!” Fight

Hundreds of Noe Valley 
residents - including scores of 
gay and lesbian residents - are 
opposing what they call out- 
of-scale and out-of-character 
development proposed for 
“one of the last open wooded 
hilltops in Noe Valley, at the 
southwest comer of 21st and 
Sanchez.” 

Developer Seamus McGee 
has announced plans to 
demolish a one-story, 19th 
century house on the site and 
build four 4,100 square foot, 
four-story houses, each with 
six bedrooms and 5 1/2 bath¬ 
rooms. Those objecting to the 
development say the houses 
would be completely out of 
scale and out of character with 
the neighborhood. 

McGee’s plans call for 
extensive grading, lowering 
the elevation of the hilltop by 
four or five feet, and the 
removal of mature landscap¬ 
ing - including pine, fir, and 
cypress trees with trunk diam¬ 
eters up to 42 inches. 

Alexander Shapiro, an 
openly gay man who lives in 
the neighborhood and has 
been active in the fight, told 
the B.A.R. that eight of the 20 
most active people living in 
the area and opposing the pro¬ 
ject are gay or lesbian citi¬ 
zens. 

More than 500 area resi¬ 
dents have already signed on 
to support the effort to main¬ 
tain the special character of 


the neighborhood and save the 
urban forest on the hilltop. 

The City Planning 
Department issued a “prelimi¬ 
nary negative declaration” in 
June, saying the proposed 
development “could not sig¬ 
nificantly affect the environ¬ 
ment.” Residents who felt 
that action was not enough 
have filed an appeal, which 
has not yet been heard. 

On July 15, 85 residents of 
the neighborhood signed and 
filed a 15-page discretionary 
review application, urging the 
Planning Commission to pro¬ 
tect the character of the neigh¬ 
borhood. They ask that the 
houses be held to a size com¬ 
patible with surrounding 
development; that the design 
be revised to respect existing 
natural conditions, including 
preservation of all trees with a 
trunk diameter exceeding ten 
inches, minimizing excava¬ 
tion and grading; reduce 
potential traffic and conges¬ 
tion; and ensure public safety 
and cleanliness. 

Organizers hope to mobi¬ 
lize a huge turnout for a pub¬ 
lic hearing on the matter. The 
Planning Commission will 
hear their concerns at 6 p.m. 
Thursday September 7, in 
Room 428 of the War 
Memorial Building, located at 
401 Van Ness Avenue. ▼

HIV Advocate Urges Lawsuit Over

It’s never too late to go back to 
school if it’s for something impor¬ 
tant - and what could be more 
important to the queer community 
than our own health and culture?

Undergraduate students and 
graduate students in schools of 
public health, psychology, social 
welfare, education, and medicine 
will participate in the course in 
addition to the prominent guest 
lecturers, Gruskin-Ponder said. ▼

The office of Oakland City Councilman 
Nate Miley has arranged ongoing talks 
between the Alameda County-run Shelter 
Plus Care Program and state HIV/AIDS 
advocate Excell McGinnis over the continu¬ 
ing maintenance problems at the troubled 
Coit Hotel. 

McGinnis, chair of the state Mental 
Health Network, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that long-term code violations are so bad at 
the Coit he believes its owners, D&T 
Investments, should be sued for breach of 
contract and have all future payments 
stopped. D&T received a $2.5 million con¬ 
tract in rental subsidies to house multi-diag¬ 
nosed homeless people at the Coit, where 
conditions have deteriorated so drastically 
the county has temporarily stopped all refer¬ 
rals. No further referrals may be made to the 
Coit until repairs, security, and related ser¬ 
vices are brought in line with its Shelter Plus 
Care contract. 


Six other Oakland apartment buildings are 
also owned by D&T, according to county 
land documents. Last December a non-profit 
group. Resources for Community 
Development (RCD), purchased a seventh 
D&T building that had received a $2.9 mil¬ 
lion Shelter Plus Care contract. Sources told 
the B.A.R. chances for the building’s success 
are much greater under the ownership of a 
non-profit agency, but McGinnis complained 
that “flipping” the property merely brought 
additional profits to D&T. 

Housing for multi-diagnosed homeless is 
difficult to find, and even more difficult to 
keep up to code, in Oakland. As RCD board 
member and attorney Jay Koslofsky said, 
“The slumlords do not fear any city agen¬ 
cies.” The code compliance division, he said, 
is understaffed, “and they don’t follow 
through very well. They’re not very vigi¬ 
lant.” 

Messages left at the Coit Apartments for 
owner Steven Davis went unanswered to the 
B.A.R. ▼

USAID AIDS Report 
From Washington

Public health officials 
announced some bright spots in 
the global battle to slow the spread 
of AIDS on Monday, August 7 at 
the Third U.S. Agency for 
International Development 
(USAID) HIV/AIDS Prevention 
Conference in Washington. 

According to Dr. Peter 
Lamptey, director of the 
Arlington, Virginia-based AIDS 
Control and Prevention Project, 
AIDS is spreading fast. In 1980 
health officials estimated that 
100,000 people worldwide had 
caught the disease. In the next ten 
years, the number increased a hun¬ 
dredfold, he told the gathering: by 
1995, more than 20 million people 
have AIDS. 

So where are the bright spots? 

“When policy makers and the 
public see these devastating and 
depressing figures, the reaction 
that often follows is that AIDS 
prevention has failed or is com¬ 
pletely worthless,” Lamptey said. 
“But AIDS prevention has not 
failed. 

“Actually, compared to other 
diseases that require behavior 
change - and given the limited 
resources available for AIDS pre¬ 
vention - we have made consider¬ 


able progress,” Lamptey said. He 
compared AIDS prevention efforts 
favorably to slower efforts to con¬ 
trol what he called “modern 
plagues,” such as heart disease, 
obesity, and smoking. He pointed 
out that - like AIDS - the other 
“plagues” have long incubation 
periods, no vaccine or cure, thrive 
on risk-taking behavior, and 
require long-term changes in 
behavior. 

“The important thing is to real¬ 
ize [AIDS prevention] is difficult, 
but not hopeless,” he said. 

Condoms up 

A particular bright spot, 
according to Lamptey, is that con¬ 
dom sales are rising. In 1988, 
Africans bought fewer than a mil¬ 
lion condoms, for use by less than 
one percent of sexually active 
adults, he said. By 1994, condom 
sales in Africa reached 112 mil¬ 
lion. 

In Ethiopia alone, condom 
sales rose from fewer than five 
million in 1991 to more than 15 
million in 1994. 

Results in Haiti also look 
promising, said Lamptey, rising 
from fewer than one million con¬ 
doms sold in 1991 to four million 
in 1994. 

He also announced preliminary 
results from a more detailed study 


of efforts to persuade Thai soldiers 
in Chiang Mai to use safe sexual 
practices. The Thai government 
puts more than $50 million a year 
into preventing AIDS and sexually 
transmitted diseases, and early 
results indicate 90 percent of the 
men in the program are using con¬ 
doms with sex workers. 

Numbers suggesting the men 
are also using condoms with their 
girlfriends struck him as signifi¬ 
cant. 

“Usually you can talk them 
into using condoms with the high- 
risk partners, but not the girl¬ 
friends,” he said in an interview. 
“Largescale overall change in risk 
behavior is occurring in 
Thailand.” 

The U.S. position 

Also that day the Clinton 
administration officially 

announced the AIDS pandemic 
must be viewed as a strategic 
threat to global economic, social, 
and political stability that can 
undermine current U.S. foreign 
policy. 

The State Department’s under¬ 
secretary for global affairs, Tim 
Wirth, said the United States 
should not become “complacent” 
in its policy toward AIDS and 
other emerging infectious dis¬ 
eases. T

Doc's Science Hint: To Keep 
AZT Fresh, Just Add 3TC!

For the first time, researchers 
said August 4, combining drugs 
has delayed that longtime bane of 
people with AIDS: dwindling ben¬ 
efits from AZT, which becomes 
less potent to the virus over time. 

Laboratory and clinical tests 
showed that adding the drug 
known as 3TC largely preserved 
the potency of AZT for at least 24 
weeks, according to Brendan 
Larder from Wellcome Research 
Laboratories in Kent, United 
Kingdom. Wellcome produces 
both AZT and 3TC. 

He and colleagues published 
their findings in the August 4 
issue of the journal Science. 

Glaxo Wellcome has applied to 
the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration for approval to 
market 3TC, basing its application 
on results of clinical trials that 
documented 3TC’s effectiveness, 
but without showing it might 
work. 

Larder, first author of the 
Science paper, was one of the sci¬ 
entists who in 1989 first described 
how the benefits of taking AZT 
fade as HIV mutates and eventual¬ 
ly develops a resistant form. 

Ways to prevent this resistance 
“are urgently needed,” Larder 


wrote in the Science article. 

To fight viral resistance, AIDS 
researchers turned to the strategies 
that have worked against bacteria 
developing resistance to antibi¬ 
otics. Giving a pair of drugs often 
foils mutating bacteria longer than 
either drug alone. 

“Up until now that has not 
been the case with AZT,” said 
Daniel Kuritzkes, who has 
worked on 3TC from the 
University of Colorado Center for 
Health Sciences in Denver. 

He listed failures, such as a 
Harvard study that seemed to 
show taking three drugs simulta¬ 
neously would delay resistance. 
Researchers discovered an error in 
their analysis, however, and recal¬ 
culations showed that tripling the 
drugs did not help. 

Larder’s research, however, 
documented substantial successes 
for at least six months. Kuritzkes 
expects unpublished data from 
researchers who have followed 
patients for as long as a year to 
show continued promising results. 

Just how much longer the drug 
combination will prevent AZT 
resistance, Kuritzkes hesitated to 
guess. He said that doctors know 
that a virus resistant to both drugs 
can indeed develop. 

“Even if we just delay it, that’s 
still an advance,” he said. T

New step would 'open access to reimbursements' 

FDA To Approve Acupuncture 
Needles as Medical Devices?

Relations between the United States and mainland 
China may be strained at the moment, but the ancient 
Chinese medical practice of acupuncture is apparent¬ 
ly making significant progress with the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA). “The FDA is poised to 
reclassify acupuncture needles as approved medical 
devices,” according to Howard Moffet, executive 
director of the AIDS & Chinese Medicine Institute, 
located at 455 Arkansas Street in the city. 

The change would have special significance for 
people with HIV who have been turning to Chinese 
medicine in increasing numbers throughout the course 
of the AIDS epidemic, he said. 

“The reclassification of acupuncture needles promis¬ 
es to be a major turning point in the development of the 
acupuncture profession in the U.S., particularly in open¬ 
ing up access to reimbursements,” Moffet predicted. 

In 1973, the FDA classified acupuncture needles as 
“investigational” devices, despite their use in this 
country for over 200 years, Moffet told the Bay Area 


Reporter . Today, acupuncture needles are widely used 
by more than 7,000 licensed acupuncturists nation¬ 
wide, and by many physician acupuncturists as well. 

Moffet said studies have shown that acupuncture 
can improve one’s sense of well-being and alleviate 
common HIV symptoms including fatigue, enlarged 
lymph nodes, diarrhea, neuropathy, anorexia and 
weight loss, and drug side effects. 

In general, he said, Chinese medicine fits an early 
intervention model of health maintenance to delay 
disease progression. 

“The approval of acupuncture needles by the FDA 
will no doubt increase the accessibility of acupuncture 
treatment to people with HIV, by making it more 
respectable and deflating unsubstantiated opinions 
about its experimental status,” according to Moffet. 
“The approval will also allow for greater prevalence 
of reimbursements for treatment, which are usually 
paid for only by those who can afford it*’ ▼

Vitamin A helps babies with HIV

In the search for low-tech ways 
to help babies with HIV in parts of 
the world without fancy health¬ 
care, researchers announced 
Tuesday, August 8 that simple vit¬ 
amin A supplements reduced ill¬ 
nesses during the first year of life. 

Supplements lowered the inci¬ 
dence of diarrhea by 29 percent, 
and caused a smaller reduction in 
respiratory-tract infections. The 
decreases occurred even though 
the babies did not suffer from vit¬ 
amin A deficiency at the beginning 


of the trial, said Anna Coutsoudis 
from the University of Natal in 
Durban, South Africa. 

She and fellow researchers 
published their findings in the cur¬ 
rent issue of the American Journal 
of Public Health. 

Vitamin A has proved helpful 
in reducing infant diseases in stud¬ 
ies in Ghana and Brazil among 
other places, so Coutsoudis and 
colleagues tried an experiment 
with 118 infants delivered at King 
Edward VIII Hospital in Durban. 

The study group had too few 
people to show anything statisti¬ 
cally significant about changing 


the number of deaths, but 
researchers concluded that dis¬ 
eases were “significantly lower” 
among infants on vitamin A. 

Coutsoudis noted that doctors 
in the United States have tried to 
strengthen the immune systems of 
infected babies by dripping 
immunoglobulin into the infants’ 
veins. 

“Developing countries are 
unlikely to encourage the use of 
intravenous immunoglobulin, 
given the costs and logistics of its 
use,” said Coutsoudis. 

The effects of vitamin A on 
adults with HIV were not studied. ▼

“Suspect number two approached the victim from 
behind and grabbed his left arm.” 

Both assailants allegedly pulled the victim into a 
nearby alley and the victim, who has requested con¬ 
fidentiality, was raped by both men. 

“The suspect was thrown on the ground and sus¬ 
pect two pulled the victim’s pants and underpants 
down and as suspect one held the victim by his legs, 
suspect two placed his erect penis into the victim’s 
anal canal,” the report said. 

While the victim was being anally raped, the 
other suspect grabbed the victim’s head and forced 
him to perform oral sex. 

The second suspect asked the victim if the sexu¬ 
al assault “felt good” and ejaculated into him. 

The victim managed to make his way to the bus 
stop, and called his lover to come and get him. The 
victim was taken home and called the police. 


Police escorted the victim and his lover to 
Mission Emergency Hospital, where he was exam¬ 
ined and treated by a physician and a rape crisis 
counselor. 

In addition to counseling and emotional support, 
rape treatment also includes the option of prophy¬ 
laxis for sexually transmitted diseases and HIV test¬ 
ing. 

After the victim was treated and released, the 
pair went with police to the vicinity of the sexual 
assault, but the victim was unable to identify the 
exact location of the incident. 

According to the police report, the victim was 
also bitten on the neck by one of the alleged rapists, 
and lost a gold ring during the assault. 

As the victim of a violent crime, the gay man is 
eligible for limited state financial compensation to 
defray expenses of treatment and therapy in the 
aftermath of the trauma. 

The incident remains under investigation by the 
San Francisco Police Department Sex Crimes 
Detail. ▼

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The boy on the bike

L ast month I noticed that 
my thighs looked strange. 
Not just thin, which was 
to be expected since I’d 
lost so much weight, but different 
somehow. 

Finally, my partner explained it 
to me: my thighs had hair on them. 
Usually I’m so inseparable from 
my bike and spend so much time 
pedaling about that my thighs are 
rubbed clean of any hair by con¬ 
stant contact with my jeans. Three 
months sidelined and nearly 
bedridden had given the hair an 
opportunity to grow for the first 
time in over 20 years. 

Years ago, back in Chicago, 
my then-lover was having trouble 
finding a fourth roommate for his 
apartment and had to ask his land¬ 
lord for a delay on the rent. “Why 
don’t you just move in the boy on 
the bike?” she asked. For, indeed, 
I was there nearly every day and 
always on my bicycle, which I left 
locked to a railing outside (in 
those kinder, gentler, more inno¬ 
cent days - I would never do such 
a thing now). 


was diagnosed with AIDS. At the 
time I was living in Orange 
County and, remarkably, had 
found a route by which I could 
cycle to work at the University of 
California at Irvine from our ranch 
house in the bad section of Costa 
Mesa. There was no public transit 
in OC worthy of the name, so it 
was cycle or drive on the free¬ 
ways, which I hated. My bike 
route was mostly through an eco¬ 
logical preserve (Upper Newport 
Bay) and was a delightful way to 
get exercise on my way to and

from work. 

Then I got sick, really sick. 1 
lost 30 pounds in a month and was 
diagnosed with AIDS. I was clear¬ 
ly in a nose dive, sick and getting 
sicker, and it looked as though I 
would be lucky to live another six 
months. It wasn’t clear how long I 
would be able to continue bicy¬ 
cling to work, but I swore that I 
would do it for as long as I could. 
Left unspoken was my feeling that 
if I couldn’t cycle, I was too far 
gone to stay around much longer. 


In any event, AZT gave me its 
usual bounce and I recovered sig¬ 
nificantly. I was able to continue 
cycling for the rest of our stint in 
OC, until we moved to San 
Francisco. There my gradual 
decline from AIDS continued, but 
except for brief periods when I 
was recovering from opportunistic 
infections, I was able to stay on 
my bike. 

Now it can be told 

I’ve never been a gonzo or 
competitive cyclist. I didn’t get 
into fancy equipment (more likely 
to get stolen and break) or racing 
or official events. I simply bicy¬ 
cled everywhere I could whenever 
I could. 

There are all these yuppies who 
drive to work, sit on their butts all 
day, then drive to the gym, plug 
into a cycling machine for an hour, 
then drive home. They artificially 


try to inject some healthy exercise 
into a lifestyle that has been 
drained of all physical activity. I 
thought my approach far more ele¬ 
gant, combining exercise with 
transportation. And it certainly 
kept me in great shape. 

My peak moment as a cyclist 
undoubtedly came during the 
protests against the movie Basic 
Instinct in 1991. For reasons best 
not discussed until the statute of 
limitations runs out, movie 
staffers thought that I had pulled 
the plug on one of a series of flood 
lights illuminating Mission Street. 
Since the lights were on a linked 
circuit, like Christmas tree lights, 
the whole bank went out and the 
shooting was delayed for some 
time. There was a shout, and I saw 
the entire TAC squad, mounted on 
red-and-white Kawasakis, barrel¬ 
ing down on me. 

I panicked and fled on my bike 
north on Mission, the dozen cops 
gaining on me. I hit Third Street 
and turned right, which meant I 
was going the wrong way down a 
one-way street into five lanes of 
oncoming traffic. I grimly pre¬ 
pared to “split lanes” and stole one 
quick backward glance at my pur¬ 
suers. They turned the corner, 
unaware of what they were getting 
into, and scattered like a bunch of 
Keystone Cops when they saw the 
wall of cars coming at them. I saw 
two wipe out completely; most of 
the rest had to break off the pur¬ 
suit. 

For one glorious moment I 
thought I could get away; I had a 
tail wind, a slight downhill slope 
and a good head start. But one cop 
stayed on my tail by driving on the 
sidewalk. I ducked into a small 
side street, but discovered, to my 
horror, that it was a dead end. I did 
a quick 180-degree turn and blast¬ 
ed out past the surprised Cossack 
before he could stop me, but now 
I had no head start and couldn’t 
hope to get away. 

I pedaled over to the main 
demonstration, fortunately very 
near by, and dismounted in the 
middle of the crowd. My arrest 
followed immediately, but it was 
fairly gentle - much gentler. I’m 
sure, than it would have been in a 
dark alley after making public 
fools out of the TAC Squad. 

I was charged with driving the 
wrong way down a one-way street 
and released on my own recog¬ 
nizance. The charges were later 
dropped, allowing the cops to say 
that the protest hadn’t involved 
any arrests. 

My bike was returned to me 
twisted like a pretzel, although it 
had been in fine shape when I sur¬ 
rendered it. As I was leaving a 
grandfatherly police captain asked 
me: “You’re a bicycle messenger 
or used to be one, right?” I mod¬ 
estly denied it, but I felt immense¬ 
ly complimented by the question. 

Ascending Hampshire 

Continued wasting and a few 
more opportunistic infections 
make such strenuous activity 


impossible for me nowadays, but 
at least I can still cycle, if not as 
far or as fast as I used to. Last 
week I finally mounted up again, 
and I felt like a bird released from 
a cage. My world, which had pret¬ 
ty much contracted to our hillside 
house, opened up again, and once 
more the entire Mission lay at my 
feet. 

It’s true that San Francisco is 
hilly, but most of my traveling is 
in the flat plane of the Mission, 
South of Market, and downtown, 
with occasional jaunts as far uphill 
as the Castro. The only unavoid¬ 
able hill is the one I have to climb 
to get home. I carefully chart out 
routes that require the absolute 
minimum of elevation gain, but 
there’s no way to get up a hill 
without climbing it. 

Soon after we moved into our 
Bernal Heights home, I had deter¬ 
mined that going up Hampshire 
Street, a very steep block on the 
northeast edge of the hill, required 
the least amount of climbing. 
Soon Hampshire Street became 
one of my measures of health: 
how far could I cycle up 
Hampshire before I had to dis¬ 
mount and walk the rest of the 
way? 

Some days I could only get 
halfway up; others two-thirds. 
When I’m in really peak shape, I 
can get all the way to the top. I 
would keep track of whether I was 
getting farther up day by day - or 
dropping down. It became a 
barometer of health second only to 
my weight. 

Just before my last major ill¬ 
ness, I’d started descending 
Hampshire, and the last day I 
cycled before going in the hospi¬ 
tal, I only got halfway up. Now I 
have once again started the condi¬ 
tioning process, and I’m ascend¬ 
ing Hampshire, slowly but surely. 

My partner says that my 
cycling is what’s kept me alive, 
and he may be right. I suppose I 
could get an exercycle - you can 
use it in all weather, read a paper 
while you work out, and I would¬ 
n’t have that problem of getting up 
Hampshire Street. 

But it would feel like cheating, 
and I don’t think I would get the 
experience of “flow” that comes 
from cycling through traffic. The 
“flow” state is a level of psycho¬ 
logical awareness that you reach 
only when completely absorbed in 
a complex task. Time seems to 
stop and you lose all awareness of 
self. 

The only time most people 
reach the “flow” state is during 
sex. Cycling remains my easiest 
route to the flow state, and this, no 
doubt, is part of why I love it so. 

For a while there, in the after- 
math of my recent illness before 
I really began to recover, I won¬ 
dered if I would ever bicycle 
again and how I would live a life 
without cycling. Those ques¬ 
tions, at least, have been taken 
off the agenda for now. At the 
moment I’m ascending 
Hampshire. ▼ 


Cycling became a symbolically 
significant activity for me after I

the state regarding distribution of 
Ryan White funds. Zold stresses 
the importance of full funding for 
the act, saying, “The CARE Act 
provides vital life-saving pro¬ 
grams to individuals who other¬ 
wise would have no access to 
essential services. This safety net 
has been solely responsible for 
keeping tens of thousands of indi¬ 
viduals alive, healthy, and produc¬ 
tive.” 

Ominous amendments 

Many of the homophobic 
attacks to Ryan White funding so 
far have been directed at the 
Special Programs of National 
Significance (SPiNS). According to 
Zold, “SPiNS provides funding off- 
the-top for programs with targeted 
outreach to underserved popula¬ 
tions. In most cases, that has meant 
women and children. Because 
some of the programs target gay 
youth, [North Carolina Senator 
Jesse] Helms was attacking it.” 

Although attacks to SPiNS and 
gay-specific services were deflected 
and proposals to cap or restrict AIDS 
care funding defeated, two Helms- 
sponsored amendments which 
threaten the welfare of people with 
HIV passed with no opposition. One 
is an amendment that allows federal 
employees to opt out of AIDS train¬ 
ing; most readers of this publication 
should be able to visualize blue rub¬ 
ber gloves and imagine what abuses 
could result from this amendment. 

An amendment requiring states 
to establish programs for the 
mandatory spousal notification of a 
positive HIV result was presented 
to the Senate as a means of protect¬ 
ing women from infection by HIV- 
positive spouses. Unfortunately, it 
might jeopardize the safety of as 
many women as it protects. 

Eileen Hansen of Women’s 
AIDS Network and AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel elaborates, “With’ 
increased emphasis on testing of 
pregnant or childbearing women, 
many more women who are 
unaware of their risk will be test¬ 
ed.” Hansen continues, “But even 
though women are more often 
infected by their husbands, how 
many heterosexual men are rou¬ 
tinely tested as part of their health¬ 
care? In most cases, such legisla¬ 
tion provides little real benefit to 
women. It is the woman whose 
husband is physically or emotion¬ 
ally abusive who will pay for this 
shortsighted amendment.” 

Compromises have been uti¬ 
lized in state and local health 
departments considering mandato¬ 
ry partner notification - including 
exceptions if the requirement 
would unduly threaten the patient’s 
physical or emotional well-being 
or anonymous and voluntary part¬ 
ner notification. The latter is used 
here in San Francisco and has been 
well-received. But no such com¬ 
promises were proposed to this 
Helms-sponsored amendment. 

Amendments expected in the 
House of Representatives include 
one proposed by Congressman 
Tom Coburn (R-Oklahoma), 
which would require states to 
develop programs for the manda¬ 
tory testing of newborns whose 
mothers were not tested during 
pregnancy. In response to this. 
Congressman Henry Waxman (D- 
California) offered substitute 
wording to mandate that states 
establish counseling and offering 
of voluntary testing as part of 
standard prenatal care. However,

Cobum refuses to consider any¬ 
thing which doesn’t include 
mandatory testing. Therefore, the 
substitute wording would also 
provide discretionary funds to 
states that establish testing pro¬ 
grams, including the mandatory 
testing of newborns whose moth¬ 
ers were not tested during preg¬ 
nancy. Additionally, if states can¬ 
not prove that voluntary testing of 
pregnant women can reduce the 
rate of newborn infection within 
two years, mandatory testing of 
newborns could automatically be 
implemented. Coburn and 
Waxman are working on the lan¬ 
guage to be jointly proposed. 

Although the chair of the House 
Rules Committee is rumored to be 
discouraging any additional 
amendments, HIV advocates are 
concerned that negative amend¬ 
ments similar to those proposed by 
Helms may come out of the House. 

Making progress 

Although potentially destruc¬ 
tive amendments were attached to 
the CARE Act before it left the 
Senate - and more are anticipated 
in the House - efforts to educate 
legislators have made an impact. 
Winnie Stachelberg of the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund empha¬ 
sizes how a narrow defeat can be 
seen by the gay community as a 
success. “Phone calls and letters 
from constituents have made a 
difference,” she says. “We came 
very close to defeating the Helms 
amendment regarding promotion 
of safer sex in the gay community, 
closer than ever before against 
such homophobic attacks.” 

The vote was 54 to 45 in favor 
of the “No Promo Homo” amend¬ 
ment. It was then tempered by an 
amendment proposed by Senator 
Nancy Kassebaum (R-Kansas), 
which prohibits funding to pro¬ 
grams that directly promote 
homosexual or heterosexual activ¬ 
ity or IV drug use, but protects the 
delivery of essential medical and 
support services. The Kassebaum 
amendment passed overwhelm¬ 
ingly by a vote of 76 to 23. 

Stachelberg adds, “Seeing the 
1995 Care Act approved with few 
or hopefully no negative amend¬ 
ments is an achievable goal.” 

Individuals and organizations 
voicing opposition to mandatory 
testing were vital in changing 
Kassebaum’s mind on this issue of 
prenatal testing for women with 
HIV. She was prepared to propose 
an amendment that would require 
states to implement mandatory 
HIV testing of all pregnant women. 
In the eleventh hour, she instead 
proposed (with Massachusetts 
Senator Ted Kennedy) an amend¬ 
ment that essentially makes into 
law the Centers for Disease 
Control’s recently published 
“Guidelines for the Testing of 
Pregnant Women and Newborns.” 

Although women’s advocates are 
not in agreement on every detail of 
the revised amendment, the CDC 
guidelines stress education, counsel¬ 
ing, and the offering of voluntary 
testing, making them much prefer¬ 
able to mandatory testing. Hansen 
says people rallied at once on the 
HTV testing issue: ‘Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, we received word that 
Kassebaum was considering propos¬ 
ing mandatory testing during 
Wednesday’s debate. Action Alerts 
went out over the weekend and peo¬ 
ple literally responded immediately.” 

What happens now 

Despite numerous attacks, the 
Ryan White CARE Act of 1995 
cleared the Senate with over-

whelming approval. Floor debates 
in the House of Representatives 
will be scheduled when Congress 
resumes after the Labor Day 
Holiday. If/when the act clears both 
houses of Congress, it then goes to 
a conference committee where con¬ 
flicting amendments are threshed 
out. The conference committee will 
be composed of members from the 
House Commerce and the Senate 
Labor and Human Resources 
Committees. A reconciled version 
goes back to both bodies and, when 
passed, goes to President Clinton. 
All this in less than 30 days! 

Nancy Pelosi, the 
Congressional Representative of 
San Francisco, traditionally votes 
in a manner that represents the 
opinions of her constituents and 
has proactively tried to improve 
services for people with 
HIV/AIDS. Other liberal-to-mod- 
erate legislators, however, may feel 
that the more sensitive issues of 
testing for pregnant women/new¬ 
borns and spousal notification 
compromise them politically. They 
need to be reminded that an indi¬ 
vidual patient’s right to privacy is 
well worth fighting for, and such 
amendments as those proposed by 
Helms and Cobum do not neces¬ 
sarily protect women and children 
from HIV. It is most important to 
contact members who may be on 
the conference committee. For 
Californians, those include: 
Congress members Carlos 
Moorhead (202/225-4176), 
Christopher Cox (202/225-5611), 
Brian Bilbray (202/225-2040), 
Henry Waxman (202/225-3976), 
and Anna Eshoo (202/225-8104). 
It would also be useful to contact 
Senators Kassebaum and Kennedy, 
two influential senators who are 
receptive to input from the gay and 
HIV communities. As Stachelberg 
pointed out, this is a battle that can 
be won - but it must be fought by 
all of us. ▼

D'Amato likes gays 
(or just hates Powell)

Colin Powell, the retired general and possible presidential 
candidate, was blasted in Washington last week for wanting “to 
deny gays the same equal rights that enabled him to succeed” - 
and not by anyone generally perceived as “liberal.” 

Republican Senator Alfonse D’Amato of New York argued in 
an interview with the conservative newspaper The Washington 
Times that Powell was applying a double standard in his support 
of the ban on gays openly serving in the military. 

“He was a young black second lieutenant who had not attend¬ 
ed West Point, and yet rose through the ranks to become head of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff,” D’Amato said. “I thought he would 
have had a certain sensitivity and say we judge people on the 
basis of their ability.” 

This follows closely on the heels of D’Amato’s book. Power, 
Pasta, and Politics: The World According to Senator Al 
D’Amato, where he wrote, “I wonder whether Colin Powell has 
either the courage or the convictions needed to lead the country.” 

Some observers have suggested the Senator’s comments are 
motivated by his support of Senate Majority Leader Robert 
Dole’s quest for the Republican presidential nomination, and a 
desire to undercut any possible competitor. 

However, D’Amato’s remarks were consistent with what he 
has said earlier. The senator surprised and dismayed many con¬ 
servatives by making strong comments opposing a ban on gays 
in the military in the opening weeks of that debate, in February 
1993. ▼

only after settlement negotiations 
failed. He said he decided to speak 
openly and on the record about the 
lawsuit because he believes “it’s 
extremely important” the lesbian 
and gay community understand 
that same-sex harassment is an 
issue in the workplace. 

“I wanted to say that this hap¬ 
pened to me and that I lost a job 
because I wouldn’t put out for the 
boss. I feel good because I only 
have to tell the truth about what 
happened. I can sleep well,” Mele 
said. 

“This is the worst case of sex¬ 
ual harassment that I have ever 
seen,” Wotman said. “It wasn’t 
just an isolated incident. It 
involved Mr. Gabbert’s conduct at 
work, at the Alta Plaza Bar, at his 
Russian River house, and other 
incidents. It involved gropings 
and touching and other sexual bat¬ 
teries, and the harassment was 
ongoing, continued, and repeat¬ 
ed,” Wotman said. 

The Superior Court complaint 
charges that Mele informed 
KOFY supervisory staff about the 
alleged sexual harassment, but 
they did nothing to stop it. 

In one incident of alleged sex¬ 
ual battery, Mele says in the suit 
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James Gabbert 


that he felt obligated to go to 
Gabbert’s Russian River hide¬ 
away with several other male 
staffers and a guest. 

Mele said that Gabbert tried to 
get him to take off his underpants 
and join the group in a hot tub. 

“Plaintiff reluctantly agreed to 
get into the hot tub on the condi¬ 
tion that he could wear his boxer 
shorts. Shortly after Plaintiff 
entered the hot tub, the General 
Manager and the Assistant Traffic 
Manager left the hot tub to go to 
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another area of the house. James 
Gabbert then told Plaintiff that he 
wanted to suck his dick,” the suit 
says. 

The complaint alleges that 
shortly after Gabbert made the 
remark, the guest began to touch 
and grab Mele under the water and 
pulled his underpants down and 
“wrapped his arm around 
Plaintiff, so that Plaintiff was not 
able to flee.” Gabbert began 
fondling Mele, according to the 
lawsuit, despite Mele’s protesta¬ 
tions and struggle to free himself. 

The suit says that Mele man¬ 
aged to break free, but as he 
searched for his underpants in the 
hot tub, the guest approached him 
and began orally copulating him. 

The suit says that Gabbert was 
so enraged by this action that he 
pushed the guest to one side and 
“moved his head toward 
Plaintiff’s genitals” - but Mele 
punched him in the shoulder, 
causing Gabbert to fall under the 
water, after which Mele quickly 
got out of the hot tub. 

Gabbert followed him, accord¬ 
ing to the suit, and began to com¬ 
plain that he was angry with Mele 
because he tried to orally copulate 
him, but Mele would never offer 
Gabbert the same sexual favors, 
the suit says. 


A raise to be quiet 

Gabbert later allegedly told 
Mele several times that the inci¬ 
dent “never happened,” but the 
suit says that shortly thereafter 
Gabbert gave Mele a raise to 
$25,000 a year. “Plaintiff under¬ 
stood the purpose of this raise was 
to persuade him not to raise objec¬ 
tions to Gabbert’s sexual 
advances, including the recent 
Russian River incident,” the suit 
charges. 

Other allegations detailed in 
the lawsuit include charges that 
Gabbert offered to buy Mele a car 
in exchange for favors, offers of 
trips to Mexico and other inci¬ 
dents of harassment and inappro¬ 
priate conduct, according to 
Wotman, including an allegation 
that Gabbert spoke of his youthful 
experiments with sodomy - with a 
cow. 

“I don’t know anything about 
that allegation,” Schwacter told 
the B.A.R. “I haven’t met the 
cow.” 

Schwacter also said that he 
was surprised that Mele found it 
“offensive that Gabbert talked to 
him in explicit terms about his sex 
life and sexual fantasies, when 
investigations disclose that Mr. 
Mele frequently and openly talked 
to Gabbert and anyone else about 
his own multiple encounters, and 
sex acts, and positions.” 

Last year, 25-year-old Sean 
Sebring of Santa Rosa alleged in a 
lawsuit that Gabbert had drugged 
his drink and then tried to rape 
him, after he had been lured 
aboard Defiance, Gabbert’s 
Sausalito-based yacht. After the 
incident, Sebring allegedly 
stalked Gabbert by phone and 
tried to extort cash from him. 

Gabbert eventually admitted 
that he initially lied to the press 
about how he met Sebring and the 
extent of his encounters with the 
young ex-Marine. Sebring recant¬ 
ed the charges in a very carefully 
worded statement released in 
December. 

Gabbert has continued to deny 
the incident aboard Defiance 
occurred, but Mele’s suit alleges 
that in October 1994, Gabbert 
“repeatedly claimed to employees 
that he tried to give Sebring a 
blow job and at that point Sebring 
ran away.” 

Schwacter said that Gabbert 
had “no intention” of settling the 
case out of court. 

“It’s sickness that someone 
would make all the allegations. 
It’s pure sickness,” he said. 

A Superior Court status confer¬ 
ence for the case has been sched¬ 
uled for January 1996. T

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Jimmy Somerville

J immy Somerville, the gay 
skinhead with the falsetto 
to die for, is back on the 
charts with a new studio 
album. Dare To Love, his first new 
effort in five years. 

Mr. Somerville made a name for 
himself back in the early ’80s with 
his first band, Bronski Beat. He 
was the first pop performer to com¬ 
bine positive gay activism with 
sensational covers of disco hits and 
jazz diva classics. A generation of 
gay youth grew up on his “Go 
Team!” gay pride, and Somerville 
still stands somewhat alone in that 
respect: other gay pop bands, like 
Erasure and Pet Shop Boys, are 
open about their sexuality at press 
conferences and in concert, but 
only Mr. Somerville uses same-sex 
pronouns in his love songs. 

Jimmy left Bronski Beat in 1984 
to form The Communards, with 
whom he released two albums and 
achieved even wider success. He 
polished his brand of Hi-NRG pop 
with this band and dabbled with 
classical and jazz motifs. 
Somerville disbanded The 
Communards and released his first 
official solo record in 1990. After 
floating a couple of popular singles 
on the charts and releasing a great¬ 
est hits album, he took five years 
off. 

Any artist who dares to disap¬ 
pear for five years is flirting with 
oblivion. I must confess that when 
I first saw Dare To Love in the new 
releases bin, I was ambivalent, 
even more so when I read the song 
titles, which seem to pretty well 
scour the bottom of the cliche bar¬ 
rel. But after listening to the disc, I 
was pleasantly surprised. Dare To

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Douglas Keeve 
Unzips Isaac Mizrahi

A t the age of four, Isaac Mizrahi 
noticed when his mother added 
daisies to a pair of mules; he 
noticed and he still remem¬ 
bers. As an example of manifest des¬ 
tiny, Mizrahi offers this fact, and oth¬ 
ers, in Douglas Keeve’s new docu¬ 
mentary, Unzipped. The 75 minutes 
of Keeve’s film whiz by in short 
order, providing insight, entertain¬ 
ment, and more than a few laugh-out- 
loud moments. Unzipped is a great 
ride. 

Director Keeve is a former fashion 
photographer and the ex-lover of 
Mizrahi (although he wisely omits 
their relationship in his portrait of the 
designer). With unlimited access to 
the fashion world, Keeve paints a 
remarkably well-rounded picture using 
only quick takes. Ellen Kuras, the 
director of photography, employs a 
crazy-quilt of black and white images, 
with bursts of color, all beautifully 
integrated with Keeve’s impression¬ 
istic style. The sum of their work may 
well be the definitive documentary 
about the high pressure world of the 
fashion designer. 

Unzipped takes place during the 
spring of 1994 as the award-winning 
Mizrahi readies his fall collection. 

Shuttling from Soho to Paris, from art 
galleries to Ouija boards, Mizrahi assim¬ 
ilates ideas that will ultimately find their

expression in his next collec¬ 
tion. He meets with Eartha Kitt, 
watches Nanook of the North on 
television, does crossword puz¬ 
zles, and discovers a metal 
bustier at the Louvre. He 
smokes, stews, complains, dish¬ 
es, sings the theme song from 
The Mary Tyler Moore Show, 
and imitates Susan Hayward 
and Bette Davis. But in spite of 
Mizrahi’s flamboyant camping, 
the issue of homosexuality 
never comes up - it seems to be 
taken for granted. 

Surrounded by superstar 
models and his famous clientele, 
Mizrahi emerges as a nice guy - 
a bit neurotic, but a good person. 
The overwhelming pressure he 
works under would be enough 
to kill most people. Creative and 
financial disasters are 
omnipresent. As the designer 
puts it, “Everything is frustrat¬ 
ing, except designing clothes - 
that's wonderful.” But designers 
don’t work in a vacuum. There 
are meddling fashion editors, 
clients, suppliers, deadlines, and 
the incredible pressure of 
mounting a show. Mizrahi also 
has the ultimate Jewish mother 
telephoning with offers like, 
“Maybe I should take a look at 
them. I have a very good eye.” 
At this suggestion, Mizrahi 
deadpans disinterest from the 
depths of his bubble-bath, some¬ 
how managing to hang on to the 
receiver. 

Starpower throughout 

One of the strengths of 
Keeve’s film is his ability to fill 
the screen with a cast of charac¬

No one can top 
Mizrahi’s mother, but Sandra 
Bernhard, Naomi Campbell, 
Cindy Crawford, Mark Morris, 
and Kate Moss all grab the eye 
effortlessly as they stalk the 
streets of Manhattan or twirl 
down the runway. Yet the vortex 
of the energy remains the 
designer himself. Through 
Keeve’s lens - and with the 
wonderful editing of Paula 
Heredia - we get a glimpse of 
what it means to be an artist. 

In Unzipped, Mizrahi 
emerges as a cultural scavenger, 
one who dives into the recesses 
of our collective consciousness 
to grab hold of images and 
themes that resonate for him in a 
particular way. He reinterprets 


what he finds through his own 
perspective and plays it back at 
a new speed - producing the 
unique colors, cuts, and textures 
which will ultimately constitute 
tomorrow’s fashion. Although 
this particular subculture may 
be of interest to a limited num¬ 
ber of people, the perspective 
Douglas Keeve brings to 
Mizrahi’s personal creative 
process goes beyond the subject 
matter to illuminate the univer¬ 
sal. Films delivering this kind of 
insight are exceedingly rare. 
Unzipped will find its audience 
among those who want to laugh 
and learn at the same time. T

tions is quite another.” The 
chief target of his critique is 
postmodern theorist Susan 
McClary, who, in her theoreti¬ 
cal work, has attempted to

reminds readers that music’s 
ultimate charm is its precise 
impreciseness, its impervious¬ 
ness to a totalizing theoretical 
closure. “Absolute music,” he 
writes, “moves listeners power¬ 
fully but not specifically. What 
one finds melancholic, another 
may find depressing.” Gay sen¬ 
sibility, he adds, may be noth¬ 
ing more than a statement. 

ut Classics' list of queer 

composers includes 

Leonard Bernstein, 
Peter Tchaikovsky, Samuel 
Barber, Aaron Copland, and, 
somewhat inexplicably, 

Frederic Chopin and Franz 
Schubert. Conspicuously 
absent from the list is Ned 
Rorem, who has lived an open¬ 
ly gay life (certainly much more 
open than any of the aforemen¬ 
tioned composers) for decades. 
Was Rorem’s omission a simple 
oversight, a copyright wrangle, 
or did it have something to do 
with the composer’s oft-quoted 
quip about gay sensibility: “It’s 
a slogan posing as an idea”? 

n a less confusing musical 

note, the San Francisco 

Gay Men’s Chorus has 
enjoyed a wonderful summer of 
splendid music-making. 

Capping off their summer sea¬ 
son is the Cinemax broadcast of 
Singing Positive (Wednesday, 
August 23, 8 p.m.), a documen¬ 
tary about the lives of some of 


the chorus members and the 
profound impact that the AIDS 
epidemic has had on their lives. 

W hat will New York’s 
literate gourmands do 
now that Jeffrey 
Weinstein has been relieved of 
his duties as food critic of the 
Village Voice ?

Tom DiCillo's Living In Oblivion 

Fool's 

Paradise

|jj f you’ve always thought 
that filmmaking is a pursuit 
best left to fools or dream¬ 
ers, nothing about Tom 
DiCillo’s Living In Oblivion, a 
spoof on low-budget movie¬ 
making, is likely to change your 
mind. 

DiCillo’s latest, which 
grabbed the Best Screenplay 
award at the 1995 Sundance 
Film Festival, was written at a 
desperate moment in the film¬ 
maker’s career. Critics dis¬ 
missed his first feature, Johnny 
Suede, and a second film project 
was stillborn. So, after several 
years of foreplay, DiCillo was 
anxious to make a movie - any 
movie. The inspiration for 
Oblivion, DiCillo said in a 
recent interview, came after a 
chance encounter with a friend 
from acting school. “He was so 
eager about movie-making,” 
DiCillo said, “telling me how 
lucky I was to have made a 
movie, [to be] working with 
actors, directing. I just had to 
burst his bubble. I told him that 
acting in a film is usually excru¬ 
ciating; you can be in the middle 
of this incredible acting moment 
and suddenly a light will blow 
and the whole thing is gone for¬ 
ever.” 

At that point a light went on 
in the director’s head. DiCillo 
began weighing the possibilities 
of a film composed of nothing 
but a filmmaker’s nightmares: a 
neurotic leading lady who 
sleeps with an egomaniacal 
leading man the night before 
their big lovemaking scene, a 
smoke machine that blows up 
during a dream sequence, a 
boom operator who can’t keep 
his equipment out of the picture, 
a cinematographer who pukes 
his guts out during the leading 
lady’s best take, etc. What, 
DiCillo asked himself, if he 
comically showed the average 
movie fan just how hard it is to 
make a film? 

Of course the question arose, 
who would ever pay to produce 
such cinematic hari-kari? Why, 
the filmmakers themselves. In 
less than a week of planning, 
some $35,000 was raised, 
enough to produce a 30-minute 
short, then titled Scene Six, Take 
One. In this version, now the 
first half-hour of Living In 
Oblivion, an actress (Catherine 
Keener) vows that if she makes 
it through her big scene she’ll 
quit the business forever. As the 
movie gods would have it, her 
greatest take comes when the 
camera guy is face down in the 
toilet after someone puts spoiled 
milk in his coffee. 

Wife to the rescue 

Tom DiCillo finally had his 
movie. There was, however, one 
catch. After a successful screen¬ 
ing of the short version in LA, 
the filmmaker came to the scary 
realization that he was going to 
have to turn his featurette into a 
bona fide feature, only what was 
the rest of the film going to be 
about? “I knew I wanted the 
second part to be about a star 
actor disrupting this group of 
guerrilla filmmakers and ending 
up in a fist fight,” he said. 
“Once I finished that, though, I 


found myself back at step one, 
which was that I didn’t know 
what part three was going to be. 
The only thing that kept me 
from jumping out the window 
was knowing that that was 
exactly what I had said about 
part two.” 

DiCillo credits his wife with 
the idea for the final version of 
Living In Oblivion. Since part 
one is a dream and part two is a 
dream, why not shoot part three 
with the film crew actually 
shooting a dream? “I immedi¬ 
ately thought of a smoke 
machine that blows up,” 
DeCillo said, “and a dwarf who 
yells at the director.” 

Ironically, in the process of 
making Living In Oblivion, 
DiCillo kept falling over more 
and more fodder for this film 
about the pratfalls of movie¬ 
making. For instance, one day 
DiCillo found himself on the 
phone with a man he describes 
as “this classic sleazy LA guy” 
who wanted absolute control 
over all aspects of the film, 
including veto power over cast¬ 
ing and what film festivals 
Oblivion would play. “He’s 
making the arrangements for me 
to fly to LA to sign contracts” 
said DiCillo, “when my call¬ 
waiting kicks in.” The person 
calling was Michael Griffiths, 
who, along with his wife Hilary 
Gilford, played bit parts (the 
sound guy and the script assis¬ 
tant) in the short film. Unaware 
that Griffiths and Gilford were 
independently wealthy, DiCillo 
was blown away when the two 
proposed to “put up all the 
money” for the feature-length 
version. DiCillo then returned to 
the sleazeball on hold and said, 
“I’m sorry, the deal’s off.” 

Fine cast 

What makes Living In 
Oblivion cook is the fantastic 
ensemble of young actors 
DiCillo has assembled. The cast 
list reads like a who’s who of 
the past decade’s New Wave in 
American independent film- 
making. Playing Oblivion's 
luckless director of the movie- 
within-the-movie is Steve 
Buscemi, whom gay audiences 
will remember as Nick, the 
feisty dying musician in Bill 
Sherwood’s pathbreaking 
Parting Glances. James Le Gros 
plays the obnoxious star Chad 
Palomino, whose presence on 
the set results in a brawl. Le 
Gros got his first big screen 
break in Gus Van Sant’s 
Drugstore Cowboy. 

Completing the trio of young 
actors who got their big break in 
gay movies is Dermot 
Mulroney, who wowed lesbian 
and gay filmgoers in 1990 with 
his portrayal of a young gay 
man dying of pneumonia in 
Longtime Companion. In 
Oblivion, Mulroney’s character. 
Wolf, whose eye patch makes 
him a new species of one-eyed 
cinematographers, once again 
gets to reveal the vulnerable 
side of his nature when he 
breaks down on the set, an 
episode sparked when Wanda, 
the director’s assistant, jilts him. 

Some wonder why DiCillo 
put an angry dwarf in the film, 
an artistic decision that seems 
cliche. Though DiCillo admits

he wanted to poke a little fun at 
movies by David Lynch and 
Jane Campion, he explains that 
the dwarf is meant to provoke a 
crisis for his director, Nick Reve 
(the French word for dream). “I 
needed something to devastate 
and pull this blanket of bullshit 
off the director,” DiCillo said. 
“He [the director] thinks. This 
will be a dream and I’ll put a 
dwarf in it.’ And I wanted this 
small person to look him in the 
eye and say, ‘You’re a fucking 
idiot’ right to his face, in front of 
the whole crew, to see what 
would happen. Obviously it 
brings everything to a crash. It’s 
one of my favorite moments in 
the film.” ▼

The Best (and Worst) of Broadway 

Highs and Lows

hat does a theater 
critic do for vaca¬ 
tion? Make a pil- 
" grimage to 

Broadway, of course. A recent 

six-day, theater-filled journey to 
the isle of Manhattan yielded a 
few treasures amidst commer¬ 
cial dreck that seems to exist 
solely for the sake of t-shirt and 
souvenir program vendors. 

The best play in New York is 
Off-Broadway. Gay playwright 
Edward ( Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf) Albee’s Pulitzer 
Prize-winning play Three Tall 
Women will close next month to 
go on tour. Pray it comes to San 
Francisco. 

Albee’s autobiographical 
drama explores the lives of 
three women known only as A 
(the 92 year old), B (the 50 year 
old) and C (the 20 year old). In 
the first act, A is a cranky old 
woman about to have a stroke, 
B is her fussy nurse, and C is 
the young lawyer sent to deal 
with A’s estate. But in Act Two, 
time has ceased to exist and the 
actors become the same woman 
- an amorphous blend of 
Albee’s adoptive and natural 
mother - at various stages of 
her life. Albee handles the set¬ 
up and the time shift with pow¬ 
erful dexterity. The notion of 
being able to discuss your life 
with yourself in the past, pre¬ 
sent and future tense is intoxi¬ 


cating and beautifully explored 
in this enthralling drama. 
Veteran New York actress 
Marian Seldes performs the role 
of A, and the quality of her per¬ 
formance is such that you will¬ 
ingly suspend all disbelief and 
enter the reality of her portray-

al. True magic. 

Also in the caliber of Three 
Tall Women is Lincoln Center’s 
production of The Heiress, a 
play by Ruth and Augustus 
Goetz based on the Henry 
James story Washington 
Square. Tony Award-winners 
Cherry Jones, as Catherine, the 


introverted main character, and 
Frances Sternhagen, as her wid¬ 
owed aunt, are excellent. 
Director Gerald Gutierrez has 
meticulously sculpted the 
details - a stunning set by John 
Lee Beatty, sumptuous cos¬ 
tumes by Jane Greenwood and 
brilliant lighting by Beverly 
Emmons - to make the play a 
beautifully drawn portrait of 
weakness evolving into strength 
and then bitterness. There’s just 
a hint of lesbian subtext. 

Pointless chatter 

Not so successful is Lincoln 
Center’s production of Tom 
Stoppard’s Arcadia. Of the 
capable cast, which includes 
Blair Brown and Victor Garber, 
only Robert Sean Leonard 
(Dead Poet’s Society) seems to 
make the connection between 
the obtuse, scientific dialogue 
and the emotional heights to 
which the playwright aspires. 
2 The night I saw it, Madonna 
£ was sitting a few seats away 
and didn’t crack a smile for the 
entire first act. She didn’t return 
for the second. Director Trevor 
Nunn’s production fails to bring 
the intellectual and the spiritual 
together in the mind-altering 
rhapsody of dramatic release 
that Stoppard intends. Bay Area 
audiences will get a chance to 
see A.C.T.’s take on Arcadia 
next season. 

On the musical front, only 
director Harold Prince’s revival 


of Jerome Kern and Oscar 
Hammerstein’s Show Boat 
delivers the goods. 
Overproduced and overpriced, 
Show Boat at least offers a 
shimmering score that includes 
gems like “Make Believe,” “Of 
Man River” and “Bill.” 
Performers Lonette McKee, 
John McMartin and Michel Bell 
are all wonderful, but pity poor 
Elaine Stritch. A certified 
Broadway legend after her stint 
in Sondheim’s Company, 
Stritch is here reduced to scowl¬ 
ing and grumbling for three 
hours as Parthy, the riverboat 
captain’s wife. Her one good 
moment comes when she sings 
“Why Do I Love You?” to her 
newborn granddaughter. 
Otherwise, it’s a waste of a leg¬ 
end. 

As for the revival of Frank 
Loesser’s How To Succeed In 
Business Without Really Trying 
starring Matthew Broderick, the 
best that can be said is that it 
has a good score. Though 
Broderick won a Tony (rumored 
to be a golden carrot held out to 
entice more ticket-selling 
movie stars to Broadway), the 
truth is a little bit of his man¬ 
nered, Jerry Lewis-like perfor¬ 
mance as J. Pierpont Finch goes 
a very long way. A sexist relic 
of the ’60s, How To Succeed 
could certainly be enjoyed as a 
product of its time if director 
Des McAnuff would only let us 
forget the intolerant ’90s for an 
instant. But the huge video wall 
at the rear of the stage sporting 
gimmicky computer graphics is 
a constant reminder that it is 
indeed 1995, an age when musi¬ 
cals are better known for 
splashy logos than theatrical 
merits. 

‘Sunset Boulevard 1 

Movie star Glenn Close’s 
departure from Andrew Lloyd 
Webber’s behemoth Sunset 
Boulevard has been a blessing 
for fans of the incredibly 
quirky, profoundly weird and 
wondrously talented Betty 
Buckley. The role of Norma 
Desmond in this musical adap¬ 
tation of Billy Wilder’s 1950 
film of the same name is, in 
essence, two big numbers, 
fright make-up and a steady 


stream of gorgeous gowns. But 
Buckley imbues the role with 
such passion and pathos it’s 
hard not to succumb to her 
charms in spite of the show’s 
gratuitous staging and numbing 
score. Buckley is a musical the¬ 
ater superstar, and in Sunset 
Boulevard, she finally gets a 
role she can sink her teeth into. 

Gay theater in New York has 
been dominated this year by 
Terrence McNally’s hilarious, 
entertaining, but ultimately 
shallow ensemble piece Love! 
Valour! Compassion! Much 
attention has been focused on 
cast member Randy Becker’s 
oft-displayed member, but the 
real star of the show is director 
Joe Mantello, a young gay 
director who makes much more 
of McNally’s tale of gay friends 
gathering over the course of a 
summer than the play deserves. 
Most of the original cast has 
been replaced, and the bare 
spots in the text are showing. 
New York buzz says a movie 
with the original cast is in the 
works if financing becomes 
available. 

Sweet-faced “bulldog” 

The jewel in the crown of the 
New York gay theater scene is 
Dan Butler’s one-man show 
The Only Thing Worse You 
Could Have Told Me. Sweet¬ 
faced and big-hearted, Butler’s 
show, which he also wrote, is a 
fairly typical assortment of 
mostly gay characters in search 
of a theme. What makes this 
show rise above others like it is 
Butler himself (who has since 
left the show and been replaced 
by Greg Louganis). Butler’s 
physical take on each character 
and his vocal dexterity makes 
each person a distinct being. 
Not all of the characters work, 
and the ending lacks the punch 
you want from a show this 
good, but that’s carping. Butler 
is best known as “Bulldog” 
Briscoe, the ultra-straight 
sportscaster on the TV show 
Frasier, but what America sees 
on Tuesday nights is a mere 
splinter of this actor’s appeal 
and talent. Butler’s 
producer/brother, Scott, says he 
is hoping to bring the show to 
San Francisco. V

illy De Herrera is a per¬ 
former of great charis- 
|| £ nia, with energy and tal¬ 
ent to spare. He is also 
an adept comedian, one who 
knows how to take a comedic 
situation one step farther than 
his competition. 

To do this, he doesn’t rely on 
tricks but instead uses subtle 
and pointed gestures, like the 
raising of an eyebrow or a well- 
placed growl in his throat. In 
Rosa’s Turn, De Herrera’s new 
solo show (at Josie’s), the actor 
employs his considerable talents 
(including a lovely singing 
voice) to create a delectable 
drag show. 

Young Rosarita Something 
Something Gomez (Rosa for 
short) always dreamed of win¬ 
ning the title of Miss Gorgeous 
Queen, and although her talent 
number, a sexy and sparkling 
“Let Me Entertain You,” is full 
of bravado, she loses. But Rosa 
is not down for long. Soon she 
has moved to LA and is starring 
in remakes of classic diva flicks, 
which leads to an award-win¬ 
ning performance of “I 
Dreamed A Dream” in the film 
version of Les Miserables. But 
fame gets the better of her, and 
soon Rosa is a wasted torch 
singer who checks herself into a 
famous rehab clinic in order to 
put herself back together again. 
It’s a tough life, but somebody’s 
got to perform it. 

Rosa’s Turn is great drag, 
with class and charm thrown in 
for good measure. Each scene 
revolves around a musical num¬ 
ber performed by a different 
incarnation of De Herrera’s 
indefatigable Rosa. In one 
scene, she’s wrenching out all of 
the emotion inherent in “The 
Rose,” and in the next she’s 
strutting her stuff to “I Will 
Survive.” 

And if De Herrera’s perform¬ 
ing talent isn’t enough, this 
show is a costume extravagan-

Love packs 13 fabulously pro¬ 
duced tracks into a cohesive 
whole. All of Jimmy’s past 
work seems to have found its 
way into the songs, and pro¬ 
ducer Stephen Hague provides 
a simmering electro-rhythm 
backdrop that bubbles right 
along on standout tracks like 
“Alright” and “Heartbeat.” 

The sad-time-in-the-gay- 
woods motif that Jimmy has 
employed from day one shows 
up on the haunting “By Your 
Side,” an elegy to those gay 
loved ones who are no longer 
with us. Somerville continues 
to excavate this emotional vein 
with the next song, the title 
track “Dare To Love,” which is 
about the societal forces that 
conspire to wipe out gay love, 
in particular, love between a 
twentysomething man and a 
teenage boy. “Dare To Love” 
could be Bronski Beat’s “Why” 
ten years later. 


The subjects of safety, com¬ 
panionship, sex, and oppression 
are treated with a pop flair that 
only England’s favorite queer 
boy could conjure. The tracks 
“Safe In These Arms” and 
“Cry” deal with these topics 
smartly without sacrificing the 
burbling marimba rhythms that 
wash over the whole record. 

On the downside, Jimmy’s 
famous falsetto vibrato seems to 
be overproduced, to the point 
that it’s almost lost by veteran 
mixologist Spike Drake. But 
maybe I’m just being picky. As 
a whole. Dare To Love is every¬ 
thing it should be and more. 
From the Supremes’ “Someday 
We’ll Be Together” cover to the 
grand closing track, 
Somerville’s new record makes 
the grade. I think we should 
give him the roses and the tiara 
now. ▼

effect on the Los Angeles band, 
especially on Anna’s songwrit¬ 
ing. “Originally, I was keeping 
it very simple. Like, instead of 
mixing different styles of songs 
together, I would have just one 
kind. When we started playing 
live a lot, I realized it would be 
really good if we could mix the 
rock and the folk. That way, 
we’d have a better time play¬ 
ing.” 

The recent release of Totally 
Crushed Out, That Dog’s sec¬ 
ond album, is the result of this 
musical mix-and-match. Along 
with Anna’s upside-down guitar 
playing and Tony’s thunderous 
drumming, sisters Rachel and 
Petra Haden fill out the band’s 
unique sound with bass and vio¬ 
lin, respectively. 

Not afraid of controversy 

In direct contrast to the 
increasing ecclecticism of their 
music, are That Dog’s lyrics, 
which have recently become 
more single-minded. Basically, 
they’re all about relationships. 
“When I started,” explains 
Anna, “I refused to write any 
love songs. But then I went 
through some break-ups and 
that was sort of all I could write 
about. I started writing tons and 
tons of love songs, and I got 
insecure about it, like I could 
never stop. So I thought the best 
way to deal with it would be to 
make a theme album.” 

Although it works as an 
album concept. Totally Crushed 
Out does forsake some of the 
bisexual sensibility of last 
year’s eponymously-titled 
debut album. “I think it’s 
because before I was being 
ambiguous about my writing,” 


Too cute for words 

That Dog is easily one of the 
most playful bands I’ve ever 
had the pleasure of interview¬ 
ing. Thankfully, the capricious¬ 
ness and zeal they display in 
person translates to their music, 
like Totally Crushed Out’s 
sweet closer, “Rock Star,” 
where suddenly, out of 
nowhere, a fast-paced techno 
beat comes wafting through the 
guitars and violin. 

“We’d been talking about 
doing an a cappella techno 
record for a really long time,” 
explains Anna.

Those things include good 
songwriting, original instru¬ 
mentation and lack of preten¬ 
sion - things sorely missing 
from the work of many of their 
contemporaries. That Dog is 
truly a breed apart. ▼

says Anna. “I was trying to 
avoid focusing on anything too 
personal or specific. But on this 
one, almost everything is 
directly from my diary, which is 
really harsh.” 

“Anna’s just boy-crazy,” 
jokes Tony. Although there are 
no love songs directed at girls 
this time around, the album is 
not without its queer content. 
The first single, “He’s Kissing 
Christian,” is about a hopeless 
crush Anna has on a gay boy. 
With strong hooks and a playful 
chorus (“Come out, come out, 
wherever you are!”), it could be 
a Top 10 alt-rock hit. It could 
also be a bit controversial. 

“We’re ready for it,” Tony 
exclaims. “I mean, I expect it to 
happen to some degree. I still 
think that in the minds of the 


stupid general public, love 
between two men is a lot more 
taboo than between two girls. 
That’s why I expect something, 
but not from anyone we care 
about.” 

Tony co-directed the bitter¬ 
sweet video for the song, in 
which a cute punker boy invites 
a bunch of his friends over for a 
hair-dying party, including a 
g#y he has a crush on. Later in 
the video, That Dog shows up 
and engages the participants in 
a game of “Spin the Bottle,” 
which used to be the band’s 
favorite tour van pastime. 

“That was like our cathar¬ 
sis,” explains Tony about 
including the game in the video. 
“Now, hopefully, we can move 
past it. It’s gotten us into 
enough trouble!” 


Anna concurs: “Now we 
play ‘Would You Rather,’ which 
is much safer than ‘Spin the 
Bottle.’ Right now, three-quar¬ 
ters of us are in relationships, so 
it’s probably better that we 
don’t play.” 

When I ask how to play 
‘Would You Rather’ they prof¬ 
fer the question, “Would you 
rather sleep with Courtney 
Love or Oprah Winfrey?” Safer 
than “Spin the Bottle” perhaps, 
but no less incriminating.

What 
fg ' | is erotic to me? And 
: • are these two differ¬ 
ent questions?” asks 
Anna Livia in her essay 
“Tongues or Fingers,” pub¬ 
lished in Lesbian Erotics, a new 
book edited by Karla Jay. This 
new addition to the New York 
University series “The Cutting 
Edge: Lesbian Life and 
Literature” takes on the over¬ 
whelming task of presenting 
critical essays that, in Jay’s 
own words, “investigate the 
cultural production of sexually 
charged lesbian images in law, 
literature, film and popular cul¬ 
ture.” Jay wisely adds, 
“Undertaking such a project is 
no simple matter.” 

It certainly isn’t. Which is 
reason alone to love this book. 
The sheer chutzpah of tackling 
the explosive topic of lesbian 
erotics in its entirety - or, more 
accurately, exposing oneself to 
accusations of not covering the 
entire possible spectrum - 


makes this book all the more 
exciting. 

In her introduction, Jay asks, 
“How can we discuss a concept 
that seems to have no consen¬ 
sus at all? Perhaps eroticism is 
ultimately a postmodern 
notion, an abstraction so slip¬ 
pery and amorphous that we 
cannot chart its ever-changing 
surface.” She pluralizes the 
word “erotic” to “erotics” in 
the title to acknowledge this 
multiplicity of meanings. 

Defining terms 

Two outstanding essays 
open the book. In “Not Tonight 
Dear, I’m Deconstructing a 
Headache: Confessions of a 
Lesbian Sex Therapist,” Marny 
Hall gives an entertaining and 
honest account of her work as a 
lesbian therapist trying to cure 
couples of lesbian bed death. In 
a brilliantly complex essay by 
Ruthann Robson, “Pedagogy, 
Jurisprudence, and Finger- 
fucking: Lesbian Sex in a Law 
School Classroom,” we learn of 
the difficulties in teaching the 
legal issues of sexuality, which 
touches on teacher/student 


phallus is a figure subject to and 
constructed through substitu¬ 
tions. By simultaneously avow¬ 
ing and disavowing the sexual 
differences signified by the 
phallus, the dildo ironically dis¬ 
credits the phallic power that it 
also assumes for itself .... The 
dildo, similar yet different from 
the penis, as a representation 
goes both ways, confirming and 
perverting its putative original 
in a double gesture which ren¬ 
ders the phallus a malleable 
trope instead of a privileged 
signifier.” 

Huh? 

In spite of its too frequent 
references to the postmodern, 
and a few too many deconstruc¬ 
tions, I appreciate Jay’s will¬ 
ingness to mix narrative and 
academic essays. While some 
of the academic chapters tend 
to be written in a style that 
reveals a fear of rebuttal, many 
discuss fascinating topics that 
made me wish they’d been 
more accessible. However, the 
academic angle shouldn’t stop 
casual readers from picking up 
this important book. The first 
group of essays alone is worth 
the cover price, and, after all, 
who can pass up even scholarly 
discourse on dildoes, cybersex, 
and teenage outlaws? ▼

boundary issues. Kitty Tsui 
writes of bodybuilding and 
posing for the cover of On Our 
Backs , and Elizabeth Meese 
tackles the intriguing sexual 
identities in cyberspace. 
Camille Paglia herself (again?) 
is the subject of an entire essay 
by S. Elaine Craghead. 

The best essays in this book 
do not attempt to define lesbian 
erotics but instead discuss cul¬ 
tural images of lesbian sexuali¬ 
ty in all its glorious complexity. 
Grappling with the meaning of 
words like “lesbian” and “erot¬ 
ic,” several authors quote 
Audre Lorde’s essay, “Uses of 
the Erotic: The Erotic as 
Power.” In a smart and 
provocative essay called 
“Between the Sheets: My Sex 
Life in Literature,” Donna 
Allegra writes: “Given Lorde’s 
perspective on what is erotic, I 
can say that I find embers of 
erotic excitement stirred when I 
read book reviews, essays, 
poems, any genre in which the 
writer conveys a truth that res¬ 
onates within me.” Also from 
Allegra, “I’ve always felt that 
the sexiest part of a woman was 
her mind.” 

Anne Marie Smith presents 
a gripping chapter on the case 
of Jennifer Saunders, a teenage 
lesbian outlaw recently tried in 
Great Britain for allegedly pos¬ 
ing as a man to seduce her 
female lovers. The gender¬ 
bending and plot twists of this 
case not only testify to the 
complexity of the issues it rais¬ 
es but also makes for a great 
tale. 

Phallusspeak 

The battle camps of the 
Lesbian Sex Wars may steam 
up over several essays in this 
book, particularly those that 
analyze butch/femme relation¬ 
ships. Ann Cvetkovich’s 
“Recasting Receptivity: Femme 
Sexualities” asks, among other 
things, what it means for a 
femme to be fucked. Colleen 
Lamos’ “Taking on the Phallus” 
is a little heavy-handed with all 
the academic jargon and layer¬ 
ings of meanings. One of her 
aims in the essay is to “survey 
the role of the dildo in contem¬ 
porary lesbian discourse.” 
Okay. But after 25 pages of 
dildo analysis, she concludes, 
“If the dildo has anything to 
reveal, perhaps it is that the

on Emr was one nasty 
con man. He passed 
himself off as a movie 
1 producer and hood¬ 
winked gullible investors into 
backing his “pictures.” When 
most of the deals fell through, 
he bluffed and bellowed his way 
out of the jam. A brief connec¬ 
tion with Michael Douglas’s 
brother Joel - and Emr’s lack of 
compunction about doctoring 
stationery - gave him just the 
veneer of authenticity he needed 
to mount his schemes. 

Emr’s accomplice was his 
dippy mother Renee, who was 
in the car with him the day one 
of his victims turned the tables. 
When you’ve been conning peo¬ 
ple for nearly two decades, the 
list of suspects can get mighty 
long. The cast of dupes Rod 
Lurie catalogs in Once Upon a 
Time in Hollywood is varied if 
consistently myopic: 

Muscleman-turned-actor Rex 
Ravelle, a Texas builder named 
Aubrey Brothers and Yoko 
Wright, a lovelorn lady whose 
large diamond ring caught 
Emr’s eye, were among the 
prime suckers. 

One of Emr’s biggest ene¬ 
mies was Scott Barnes, a scam 
artist of equal stature whose 
claims about still-alive 
American POWs he’d spotted in 
Vietnam were just plausible 
enough to pique military and 
media interest. Barnes and Emr 
were involved in a few projects 
together but had a falling out. 
Whenever he could, Barnes

tried to scuttle Emr’s 
deals, sending poiso¬ 
nous faxes about his 
past deals to prospective 
investors and occasion¬ 
ally issuing threats. 

Barnes was an obvi¬ 
ous suspect, but immedi¬ 
ately after the murder 
Renee told police that she 
saw the killer and it wasn’t 
Barnes. Renee Emr fin¬ 
gered a man named Robert 
Suggs, ironically a former 
bodyguard of Emr’s and 
yet another loser hoping for 
a shot at the big time. Since 
the police realized early on 
that Renee was a kook and 
her son a liar, it took some 
time to unravel the truth. 

Emr wasn’t really in the busi¬ 
ness of making movies: His 
modus operandi was to make 
the productions he was fronting 
appear just enough on track to 
keep the money rolling in but 
not have to put them before the 
camera. Emr wanted the dough 
for himself. When things got out 
of hand and he had to shoot a 
picture - the mid-1980s prison¬ 
er-of-war “epic” A Chance to 
Live - it was a big mess. 

The material in Once Upon a 
Time began as a LosAngeles 
magazine article. These tales of 
Hollywood’s dark underbelly 
are perhaps best suited to the 
magazine format ( Premiere 
recently ran a two-parter about 
the similarly scummy Sonny 
Gibson); more does turn out to 
be less in Emr’s case. 

Occasionally Lurie’s prose 
gets away from him, as in oxy- 
moronic passages such as 
“Suggs, as it turned out, was 
capable of enormous cruelty, 
which he would often impose on 
his beloved German shepherd 


Joe,” and dreamy overstate¬ 
ments like “The legacy of James 
Dean is not a phenomenon, nor 
really even an industry. It is sim¬ 
ply a state of being.” 

While he may have preyed on 
people’s yen for connection to 
movie glamour, Emr’s crime has 
less to say about Hollywood than 
Lurie makes out. Tinseltown just 
happened to be his stomping 
grounds. There are folks just like 
him (and his victims) in the oil 
world, the computer industry and 
everywhere else there’s a nickel 
to be swindled. 

The hyperbole really starts 
flying in Lurie’s epilogue: 

The murder of Jon Emr, 1 
came to realize, did not so much 
represent the death of a man. It 
represented the logical resolu¬ 
tion of a life of deception and 
manipulation. It represented the 
quashing of dreams. It repre¬ 
sented the rage of the meek, of 
the Hollyburbs. It represented 
the tragedy of Hollywood and 
the curse of James Dean. But 
most of all, it represented the lie 
of the pipe dream. 

Talk about a con job... T

non-gay men, who also suffer 
under the false masculinity of 
patriarchy.” 

Two small negatives kept 
nudging at me as I read the 
book: The margins between the 
type and the end of the page are 
far too small. (I kept running out 
of room when I tried to jot down 
thoughts the articles set off in 
my mind.) And some of the 
pieces seem just to scratch the 
surface of their subject. For 
instance, one of Barzan’s 
essays, an exploration of gay 
male mythology and the story of 
the love between the mortal 
Hyacinthus and the god Apollo, 
mentions: “Besides being his 
lover, Apollo was also an 
instructor to Hyacinthus, teach¬ 
ing him the arts of music, poet¬ 
ry and the skill of athletics. It 
was through Hyacinthus that 
these gifts came to the rest of 
humanity.” Reading that I sud¬ 
denly wondered. Is that why 
gays are so drawn to the arts? Is 
there a mythological, archetypal 
foundation for the fact that gays 
are involved with the arts out of 


all proportion to our percentage 
in the population as a whole? 
Alas, this enticing idea is never 
explored. 

But then, the White Crane 
Newsletter seeks to provoke gay 
men into thinking about them¬ 
selves in a new way, it does not 
try to be the last word on gays 
and the spirit. 

Tundra Wind’s essay “Keep 
Gays Out of the Military” ends 
with words that every gay per¬ 
son would do well to ponder: “I 
would suggest that gay people 
celebrate their place in our soci¬ 
ety, their place at the edge of the 
fringe. There we can create a 
center at the edge. Only at the 
edge, dancing at the horizon of 
the unknown, can we give birth 
to the morning of the heart.” 
Amen. ▼

Small Wonder 


Sex and Spirit: Exploring Gay 
Men’s Spirituality 
edited by Robert Barzan; 
a publication of “White Crane 
Newsletter,” $10.95

very once in a while a 
small book comes along 
that is important out of all 
proportion to its size. It 
can be read very quickly, but 
most readers will return over 
and over again to its few pages, 
always finding something new. 
Robert Johnson’s He is such a 
book. So is Bruno Bettelheim’s 
Freud and Man’s Soul. Now 
there is Sex and Spirit, 
Exploring Gay Men’s 
Spirituality. Any gay man who 
has ever pondered the meaning 
of sex, or wondered how being 
gay fits into the grand scheme of 
things, should not be without 
this book. 

“Gay men enjoy a freedom 
not shared by most other people 
in our society,” writes editor 
Robert Barzan in the introduc¬ 
tion. “Because we have been 
excluded from full participation 
in traditional mainstream reli¬ 
gions, we are free to reflect on 
and integrate our life experi¬ 
ence, creating our own personal 
and communal spirituality. Of 
course,” he adds, “there are 
problems with this freedom. If 
we do not trust our own experi¬ 
ence and take time to reflect on 
it, it is easy to get lost, to be 
taken in by foolishness, by 
unhelpful and unhealthy ways 
of thinking, believing and acting 
in the world.” 

The two dozen or so articles 
(plus several poems) in this 144- 
page book are taken from the 
last six years of the White Crane 
Newsletter, a quarterly journal 
dedicated to exploring the 
uncharted waters of gay spirit. 
Because the White Crane 
Newsletter is dedicated to the 
idea that “everything that is part 
of our experience must be 
included in our spirituality,” 
articles deal with wonderfully 
diverse subjects: exploring the 
spirit of erotic videos, the 
leather scene, a personal reflec¬ 
tion on AIDS, exploring femi¬ 
nine archetypes for men, a hos¬ 
pital chaplain’s diary of his first 
days on San Francisco General’s 
AIDS ward, gays in Africa’s 
Dagara tradition, and coming 
out as a hero’s journey. 

One of my favorites is 
Laurence Hermsen’s “Over the 
Rainbow, Into Our Hearts: The 
Wizard of Oz and the Gay 
Experience.” Drawing a paral¬ 
lel between Dorothy and gay 
men, Hermsen sees the story as 
a shamanic journey, as “a myth 
of creative feminine energy, 
one’s relationship to oneself and 
one’s inner power.” Learning to 
trust our inner strength (despite 
the lessons straight society tries 
to impose on us) is vital to us as 
gay men, and watching Dorothy 
wrestle successfully with this 
very issue is what makes the 
film such an icon in gay culture. 

In “More Than the Sum of 
Parts: Rescuing the Body from 
Fundamentalism” Darrell 
Schramm challenges gay men to 
“enjoy the erotic side of our¬ 
selves and each other without 
inhibition,” while remembering 
that “true Eros is communion” 
and cautioning that by wallow¬ 
ing in unthinking pleasure 
“some of us submit to the slav¬ 
ery of sex to avoid considering 
the fate of the body.” 


Along that same path is Joseph 
Kramer’s “Sexual Healing: 
Healing the Heart-Genital Split 
in Men,” a call for men to gath¬ 
er together and explore that vital 
connection through erotic mas¬ 
sage. 

Looking back 

I was heartened to read of a 
gay 12th century abbot named 
Aelred of Rievaulx who, with¬ 
in the confines of the Roman 
Catholic church, founded a 
religious “men’s community 
of love” in Yorkshire, 
England, where he encouraged 
“particular friendships” between 
the monks. According to author 
James Arimond, Aelred taught 
that “before you can experience 
love and love others, you must 
know yourself loved.” 

But it is not only within the 
Christian tradition that physical 
love between men flourished 
during the Middle Ages. Barzan 
himself writes of Islam’s 
Sufism, which was based on the 
homoerotic relationship 

between two 13th-century men, 


Mevlana 

Rumi and Shams of Tabriz. 

Running throughout many of 
the articles is a call to gay men 
to wake up and claim our spe¬ 
cial place in the scheme of 
things, not only for our own 
benefit, but for others as well. In 
an essay on country-western 
dancing Barzan suggests, 
“Because gay men are not 
bound to societal norms of the 
masculine, it may be our task to 
develop healthy male images 
not only for ourselves but for

Shattered Rhythms 
by Phyllis Knight; 

St. Martin’s Press, $8.95

If I were to make a list of the 
most annoying habits of mystery 
writers, right near the top would 
be the deliberate withholding of 
information, as in this example 
from Shattered Rhythms: ‘“I ‘ave 
[obnoxious attempts at dialect are 
actually at the top of the list] some 
news for you, Lil. It’s good, good, 
good.’ When he told me what he’d 
found out, I had to agree with him 
... Molly must’ve been sitting on 
the phone. ‘Guess what,’ I told 
her, and then I filled her in on 
what Serge had uncovered.” 
Imagine the delight had the author 
chosen to include her readers in 
this vital information. 

Shattered Rhythms purports to 
be a lesbian mystery novel. It is, 
however, about 49 percent travel¬ 
ogue, with detailed, albeit color¬ 
less, descriptions of Maine, 
Montreal and all points in 
between. Add another 49 percent 
for detailed, albeit lifeless, 
descriptions of real and fictional 
jazz musicians, and you’ll see that 
there is very little space left for 
either mysterious or lesbianic con¬ 
tent. 

In that limited space, we meet 
our hero and narrator, Lil Ritchie, 
a private investigator with little 
personality and less credibility as 
either dyke or dick. Hired to find a 
missing musician, she does, at 
great speed, case closed. When he 
goes to Montreal, she follows, and 
hires on as his bodyguard, until 
right before he is mysteriously 
killed. Of course, the murder 
doesn’t even happen until page 
128 (yes, more than halfway 


through the novel), because 
there’s all that important travel 
information to provide. 

If Shattered Rhythms were in 
all other respects a good mystery 


novel, I might be able to forgive 
these lapses, but the novel fails 
utterly at the level of plot and 
characterization, making it a mon¬ 
umental bore. ▼ 


but may be a thing of the future 
for masters and open-track circuit. 
Basically, it combines all the races 
for one event, in all the age 
groups, and then through a rather 
complex scoring system, calcu¬ 
lates the percentage of effort 
based on your age and your per¬ 
formance.”

Pickettay 
is now heading to Cal State 
Hayward, where he’ll compete in 
the cross country season. 

In the 200 meters, Rick 
Thomas was awarded fifth place 
in a field of 16 competitors. In that 
event, Cedric Brown made his 
debut with the SFT & FC, turning 
in the fastest clocking of the day at 
24.5 seconds. To the surprise of 
Brown and his teammates, the 
age-graded system left him with¬ 
out a medal. 

The SFT & FC’s 4x400 relay 
team made up for that, battling to

C ompared to last year’s 
big, splashy, medal 
bedecked Gay Games 
team, this year’s squad of 
San Francisco Track & Field Club 
competitors seems almost invisi¬ 
ble.

The competition, 
which was held at Soquel High 
School, was the first the club has 
been involved with wherein 
medals are awarded based on an 
age-graded system. 

As Demby explained, “This 
age-grading process is new to us 


a third place finish overall and a 
bronze medal for team members 
Pickettay, Thoman, Rob 
Lenderink and Joe Smith. “Not 
bad for having thrown the (relay) 
squad together at the last minute,” 
said Lenderink, who is off to 
Amsterdam for a lengthy stay.

at 6 p.m., and Sundays at 10 a.m. 
at Kezar Stadium in San 
Francisco. New members of all 
ages and abilities, both men and 
women, are always welcome, but, 
says Demby, “Let us know you’re 
coming so we’ll be on the lookout 
for you.
